- Mis Honor is glad t«» iiotice that 
Dr. Leitner made great eilorts durijig the y<*ar, with eonsi<lernble succi'ss, to 
inercitsc the nuinixsr of students, and he observes that he has, with praisewerlliy 
lilasrality, s]»ent a e«)nside.ral)le sum out of his <)wn pocket in awarding [iri/.es to 
casual students ; nevertheless, having regard to the ill success of the Lnlioro 
Gollegc. students at the First Arts examination, and the rc'ports of Mc.'ssrs. b'llis 
and IVairson given in para. 4.> of the l)iroct<»r’s Heport, llis I lonor cannot rtsgard 
the cotidition of the Lahore (.‘ollege as satisfactory or cveditahlo to Dr. Leitner. 
His Honor will not discuss the arguments used by Dr. Leitner in jtara. I t of 
his report to explain the slow pnigress of the Ijaliore College ; it will Hufiice to 
observe that, even assuiuing the correetness ol' his statements, thi'y iiiil to 
exi»laiu the fact that throl^ out of four of tlx? candidates for the b'irst Arts 
examination failed, and that tlx; Fhiglish classe.s generally wei\‘ found by 
Mr. 1‘jllis, the Otlieiuting Princij)al, to bo in a very unsatisfactory coiulilion, and 
that the result <*f the Departmental examination recently conducted by 
Mr. Pearson, I inspector of Schools, w'ius very unfavonihle. His Honor desirt’s 
specially to aeknowbsdge tl>o services of Mr. Baden Powell in giving gratuitous 
Law leeturt's in the Ijahorti Gollogc, and the liberal assistance riindcsred by 
Mahomed JTyat Khan. The assistaixuj affbided by tbest! genthunen lias, 
<loubtles.s, done mueli tow'ards iucreiusing the muuber of students, 

7. DEiiEr CoLi.EciE.— The progress of the Dtihli (College eonliimes io ho 
sutisfaetovy. It sent uj) the only successful candiibvte for the B. A. examination, 
wlx> jiassetl in the lind division ; wdiilo out of four camlidales for the First Arts 
examination, one took the fifth place amongst all the students of the Bengal 
Presidency, and two pivsseil in the third division ; and out <if eleven scholarships 
c()m])( lc(l for hy the students of the atliliated colleges of the Punjab, seven were 
awarded to students of the Dehli (Jolhige.

furnished, however, witli returns of the total population and the total number 
who can read and write in every district except Lahore, hut these statistics are 
hot reliable. I find, for instance, that in the Dehli District only 15,577 out of 
a population of 0,08,850 are returned as able to read and write, whilst 
in Hazara 29,200 are so returned out of a poj»ulation of 3,67,218. Again, 
the projiortifm of those who can read an<l w'rite in such wild districts as 
Sirsa and Ilissar would appear much higher than in Syalkot or even in 
Hushyarpur, 


11. The statistical returns, 11, Ediu-ation, 1 and JI, required by Govem- 
ij ment, are subiiiittetl herewith. Tt is to be hoped that 

th(!so forms will soon undergo revision, and that autho- 
ritative rules will be laid down regarding the manner in which they are to be 
pnipared. If I may bo allowcul to make a suggestion, T would recommend that 
Educational (Xliccirs in each province should he consulted before any now rules 
are iiromulgated. Tt woidd ho ojisy to p(*int out many deficiencies in the 
existing taldes. It is very douhlful what .some of the columns arc really intended 
to show, and it is <piite certain that the statemeuts for 1867-68 were ])ropared 
in the N. W. Provixiccs on totally dillereiit principles from tho.se observed in tho

There has l)cen a much greater increase in 
the middle departments of these schools, where the numbers have risen from 
389 to 554 ; the number of boys in the lower department, on the other hand, 
has decreased owing to tlie transfer of many of the classes to aided schools. 

90. At the end of 1867-68, there wore 19 ziV schools of the middle 

ZiV ichoote of the middle ^lass. Of these the Peshawar school was closed on the 
cImm, 17 ill number. April 1868 ; the Syalkot school was soon after made 

over to the Mission at that station ; and the Dera Ghazi Khan school has been 
raised to the liighor grade.

These 
schools have been hitherto unable from different causes to send up successful 
candidates to the Kntrance examination.

07. Whilst the munher of village schools has been reduced from 1,5,>^ 
ficnorai atatutrcH of village ^he number of pupils ou the rolls has fallen from 

01,320 to .)1,‘276 only, and the average attendance has 
risen from 42,032 to 42,907. The foes iunounted to Ks. 4 , 602 - 9 - 10 , against 
tls. 4,230-1-0 collected in tlui previous year. Of the total number of stinleiits 
borne on the rolls, 20,006 are Hindus, 19,997 Muhammadans, and 4,013 Sikhs 
and othei*s. The proportion of Hindus has slightly increased, but it is remark- 
able that whilst in town soliools Hindus <*xceed Muhammadans in the proportion 
(d’more than 2 to 1, there shoidd bo comparatively so little ditterence in the nuni- 
Ixjrs attenditjg village schools. In the village schools of the llawal Pindi and 
^''rontier Circles, Muhammadans are more numerous than Hindus, aud in the 
\ illage schools of the Lahore Circle, the preponderance of the latter is small as 
com[>ared with that which is found in town schools.

The whole influence of Munshls and of minor Goverri- 
ment employds is still in many cases actively exerted against the Government 
system of vernacular education, for the simple reason that this class can see no 
benotit in the study of anything but Persian or Arabic.

Now, howovor, that an Assistant In- 
spector hjis been appointed, a much greater amount of work can bo accomplished. 
It will not bo necessary that every boy should be examined every year in each 
subject, but I contemplate the introduction of hxod standards of the same nature 
as those laid down for zil’ schools. It will then be the duty of the Inspector to 
ascertain each year how many hoys have attained to each standard ; the 
intermediate classes can bo examined collectively. By this moans (lovernment 
and the public, os well as the Officers of the Department^nd the District Offi(;ers 
in charge of the schools, will be able to form a clear and accurate estimate of the 
state of education, and the progress made each year. The reorganization of 
primary and secondary schools, and consequently tlie nature of the proposed 
standards, has been deferred witli the view of obtaining tlie opinion of the Senate 
of the University College.

They can be gradually brought under the operation of more 
stringent rules that will insure the employment of none but competent teachers, 
and the observance of a proper system of instructi«)n.

It will, 
however, bo absolutrdy essential to increase tho stipends of students at the 
normal schools if we wish to attract a superior class of men, and this I hope 
to see accomplished before the submission of my next report.

d«?luyed that students left us in desjiair. The college was blamed when its students prefornjd pnuaical 
work and wilary to the oilvantage of pim-tising self-denial and tilling our i-eturns. To supply educateil, 
or half educated men, for au eager, increasing, and i^erhaps necessarily, iindiscrimiimtiug demand 
may, or may not, 1 mi one of the main objects of the institution of a college in this Proviii(?e ; but it 
can be assumed, with some reason, that it is not always roctmeileable to smitl men out of the college 
for the service of the State and the public, and yet at the same time to kocj) them in the college.

away all disoi'etionory power from the Principal of tho Lahore Institution, and this was done with

15. The causes of the progress that has been made this year will follow the order in wliicii

that they retnaimd in it because they found that the instruction was of ilirect [leijonkf advantage to 
them ill tlie liotter fulfilment of their datly duties. In fact they liaxw* laUdy most readily consentttd 
to devote the rewards intended for tbouF to the stijiond fund for our “Regular'* stuilunts -a coujussioii 
which has enabled me to strengthen tfJie college in its most iniportjint prosont relation, that of an insti- 
tution affiliated to the Calcutta University. I trust, however, tliat tliu a^iicrtty .udiicli these **dllsuai 
students " liave shown to pay — not to l>u jiaid — for an aduoatioft whick they can appreciate, will induce 
us to increase the appliguces of the college, b 8 as to meet al^ the highoi^ educational n^quirements 
of the station, and indeed of the y’pfM3r Panjab. A atop in the .right flinn^tion* was taken *by 
Mr. Baden Powell, Judge of the? Lahore Biipilf Cause Court, who for soifte tune past, with the utmost 
energy and public spirit, hed been defiveiing lectures on flAw, griitiiitously, iif coiiiiectiotx with the 
college. He hai^ not only 6na51ed our studont^» and othqpi to prepare UiFmsi.^ves* fJir tlie pleafler's 
examination of the Chief Court, Jmt ke^has^aiso advanced •the puiely^ educationaj intbrests of our 
college. He concurred In thinking wit^i me that no coll^ cer^cale for. pvotioiency in Law shouhl 
be awstrJed to any one whe^ dkb neft give eviflenoe of having Vecejvcd a li^ral education. 'J'his 
bad the immediate effect of secttrii|g the attendance of n)or% students ^Jb out Jitcrary, pllilosophical,

Mr. Rebsch, w'ho sueexusdod Mr. Ihsldy in teiicbing that sulyect, is iw)w entirely employed in 
the college, where he also gives insti'uction in History. 1 Jiavo repeatedly brought his name to your 
notice, and I can only add now that his zeal, punctuality, and ability as a teacher have been of tho 
highest value to tlie college, and prove how deserved Ls the. reputation wdiich lie gained as a student of 
King’s Oillege, London^ of which ho is an Associate, and iu w'liich he gained Beveral prizes and well- 
contested scholarship-s. 

Maulavi TIamubiid-din, who officiated for our excellent Assistant Ai*ubic Professor during tho 
latter’s long illncsR, has displ.ayed an energy', I'eadiness to undt^rtake atlditional w'ork, and a taste for 
ciitical scholarship, such as ai*o randy found out of Enro|ie. He possesst^s considerable ability, and 
will, I trust, dis«‘hargo tho duties of his substantive |MXst as Oriental Ma.ster of the High School, to 
which lio h.'w rovorted siinni tlie ndurn of Maulavi ’Alnidur lliisein, in a satisfactory manner. All 
his pupils pusMOil iu Arabic at tho late DepaHmeiital Examination. 

Tho Sanskrit teacher, Bhagwan Das, is tloing well, and is encounvging a growing taste for 
Ranskrit among tho students of tlie Collt»go and High Scdimd.

The true jsiliey, in my humble opinion, is, whilst in every lej^timate 
way eiicoura'^ijig ]>rivate Managers of Rchools. to strengthen the Governmunt system with tho view to 
its peTpeiuiiiirm as a nuidel, till Hitch time as the nation is able to take education its own huiuls, 
when it will still nmiMin (lovermuoiital, though re/^efmnkitivA, In the meanwhile, till our ex|»endituro 
oil education equals, at that of tlie canton of Zurich, it is positively lUHostruus to be led away by 

the will-o’-thc-wlsp of private Holiolastic eiiterprize in a Province like tlie Punjab.

Seven students from the Normal school proper submitted ibemsclveH for the Jialf-yearly 
examination, held in October 1868, for certificates, and were all succi*ssful, five pjissing in tie*, 
third griwle and two in the fourth. From the rudimentary classes 33 men we;it up for tie* 
Entrance. Examination; of these 11 were Huccessful and obtained certificates, iThe following

The Muharrir of Ambala, though the table shows him to have 
ira le twicro as mnny visits to his schools as any other Muharrir (except of Ludhiana), is not 
competent* for the very important fnwt ho holds. The Ambala District contains more than 
a fifth of tlio schools of the whole circhi, and urgently requires the suporintendence of a 
competent person. The present Muharrir cannot by any straining of terms be represented 
fus in any sort coinpeiont. That he is eiuirgetic and active, and, with the exception of the 
liudhiana Muharrir, thc» only one who is honest enough tt) know that it is part of his duty 
to fiuulitate rather tlian oppose tlie Insjieetor’s exam i nations, is doubtless much in hi.s favor; 
but nevertheless I do not think it jxissible that the scdiools of the district can over reach their 
pro])er .standard under the .supervision of a man who knows not a wonl of either English or 
Nagri, ami lia.s not a reputation for scliolar.ship in any one of the prescribed .siibjects of the 
curriculum lie lias tx) superintend. Tlu? Ludhiana District contains very nearly as many 
schools as that of Amhala ; it is, as the above tables have pn>ved, the best distnet of all, being 
sitcoud ill botli its higher classes and its lower da.sseH, and far beyond any in the amount of 
fei's auniiallv collifcted. The Muharrir, though this year is nut a fair specimen of his 
pow(Ts, is a capital officer. Ibi knows his schools; can form a pretty fair estimate of 
the. (juality of a given cla.ss of a given school; abstains from throwing dust in the InsjKiCtor’s 
(*ycs; and generally ('xendae.s a most valuable supervision over the schools of bis district. 
] can desire no change in him, ex(;ept tlui a<iditiou of some English to his other attainments.

rei Hiaii than the average Im)vh of the first clasKos of middle b<.*Iioo1h in this circle. Half knew 
tlio map of India well, «nd the rest pr<^*tty well. An Urdu dictation was written oum*ctly 
hy two, and gencraJly with but few mistakes ; the pennaanshlp of moat of tlie boys being 
cieaii an(l legible. All showed that they had been taught up to the compound rules in 
Arithmetic ; and wrTO able, with a few exceptions, to aiisw'cr (piostions in the first 22 pages 
of the \V aqrnt*i-I{iiid. The second class wrote a cotiple (»f wentcinces of Urdu well, their 
.hand-writing being as a rul<i <;hiar and cmeful. Nt'aily three-cpiarters could retul Karima 
cn'<litahly, and explain it fairly : tlicse wouhl lir none the worse for a little extra UriJa 
rcfuling. The lower half of this class read well (and evidently tinderskaid) DaAiDjr-Utiibyan 
up to the 7th letter, and nine l«?ssons of Khnliq JJarL Thcj lowt*r classes could all read and 
niiswor questions from the books ]>roscril)t-*d by the l^lanagcr cxcditahly. 

Gi I was also .able on anoilic^r visit to have the branch schools collected in tho 
hrfciichofi ‘Capital schoohr^wun the TUHiu school. There are ten scliools 

iino.stly allenchid hy f.^haniars ; the system of teaching being that 
‘each master IS \)rcltTcd to impnrt iiistnieth)n at ail times to all conicis. Average attendance 
thercjftjro is not coriiput/ihlo, new is it likely that fec‘S can be* collected to any amount, though 
the Hevc*n.*iKl Mr. Siuitii hopes that s<mni sinall payineiits will he Jiuule. during the next year. 
Tlieni is no doubt that all these branches fire really doing something ; in every one of the 
fight wliieh came*, bf‘fore me, I found at least half-a-dojou men or hoys wlm could rejul either 
.llindiii or Urdu pretty plainly, and t\^ice jvs many who could spcdl out a verse or two of the 
Hiudui or JlindustMini tmiishi^on of thi* Nc»vv Testaiuent. 


A few als(j ill each branch c‘oitild write little fte.nlenees, -such us aat h hat hai, and many 
more could form tlie letters ; the innltiplication table too Avas generally known by heart, and 
rea<lily repeated by the majority of pupils. (Vmsidering that the schools have only Ik^cii 
started a couple of years, and that at present it is impo.ssible for any master to gi‘t his lioys 
to come for tuition at regular liours, J think that the Reverend the Manager may lairly 
congratulate* biinsiilf ou the results.

The mistress, who is veiy clever and 
versatile, loaches them also to knit and work with the needle. They sing too. This is a 
capital little school, made up of a mixture of Oliristians, Miisalmanis, and Chamars. It will 
improve fa«tc*r after some time when the parents of the children become reconciled to what 
at present they cannot even understand.

I left Lahore on a tour of 
Work of insm^tiou. iiiKpection in the Kaugra DiHlrh t, ami visited m*aily e\erv scIukiI 

of that district, including those in tlie Kullii ]»nrgainm. ami the 
Aided school at Lahaul. On iny return in October. Iwiw <»hliged to takt* o iu<»uths’ leave of 
jil^wiicc*. from which J returned in daiitmiy, the duty of inspecting the wdiools ]»eiiig per- 
forinod in iny alwenee hy Air. H. H. Millett, lioad master of the Hushysvrpiir zil' sehool. 
As soon as possible after iny n^tnrn 1 w'ont into camp, and n*niainc(l on tour during tln^ 
remainder of the year. The vernacular schools examined during tin* year by me were thos^* 
<»f the Kangra, Hushyarpur, ami Jallandhar Districts, and hy Mr. Millett those of Lahon*, 
Firozpur, and Montgomery. These districts remained nnvisited - Mnitaii, Amritsar, ami 
iiurdaspur.

It hu.s been iny pnu^tice in former years to give n few general statistics, abstracted 
All tlio annual returns not from the annual returns prepared in yonr office and sent on to mCr 
received. showing the changes in the nuinher of sc'hools and students, and 

other points of interest in this circle, 'rhis yt*ar* it is im]>ossil)le for me to do this, inasmuch 
as I have ret^eived from your office only those returns that relate to purely Govenimont 
schools, »unl am c«ns(*(|uontly quit^e in ignorance* of the statistics ef the Aided schools iu this 
einde, all the papers regarding which go direct to your office. 


10. The mirnher of Ooveninient schools (among which I include branch schools aa 
Cwieral BtatisticB of Govern- being entirely umh^r GoviTiuncmt control) in this ciifle has been 
inoiit echoulfl. dimtuished fr(jm 823 to 803, by the closing of 18 female and 7 

village schools. Notwithstanding this, the number of names on the registers at the close of 
the year was 33,3()(i, or 1,0G8 more than at the close of the pri‘vious yciar. The . sickness^ 
however, that prevailed at tho beginning of the cold season, and still more the scarcity that 
subseqiu*ritly oppressed the people, caused the number of pujiils and the average attendance 
to decline consiaerably for several months ; so that the. avcnigc number of pupils on the rolls, 
and the average numlicr in daily atti'iidance, respectively, wen^ 749 and 3,(570 less' than the 
corresponding numbers for the previous year. Thu fees collected in Government schools 
during the year under report were Rs. 91-2-0 less than in the previous year, a small sum 
when the circuinstaiiees of the year are taken into consideration. 


11. The most striking point in the statistics of Govf’mment schools is the groat 
^ . reduction of the number of boys learning English. The total 

^uInlnJ^o munB. English .students at the end of the year 1807-08 was 

3,008, and during tlio following 12 months it was reduceil to 1,002, a diminution of 1,400. 
This lia.s been caused by a change that lots been introduced in thecour.se of .study of zir 
sclmols, by wlih'h it is prescribed that n<i boy shall be allowed to c‘ommence the study of 
Kiiii^Jish until he has ina<le a certain dcgiee of progress in his o.wn language and in Persian, 
'riiis change, tvdiich has occasioned what may at first siglfl .appear to Xm a check to the 
progress of English ydueation, has really a tendency to produce the opposite results. For it 
J)a.s been fo\iml in pra(^ticc that little boys, beginning two or^lhrei^ languages boHi<les other 
brancheso)f study *KiuniItanoftUs]y mak<* progress slowly and with difficulty ; while thtso who 
first juYjuire sonio knowledge of Urju and Persian learn English with far greater rapidity 
and accuracy, ' • ,

In tlio lower school Ui*du aiul Persian, with a 
littli' elementary Arithiiiotio and (Seogmphy only, are tunght. It is (lividtMl into 
eliiflsoH, and no boy is allowed to enter the uiuldle schiM>l until he 1ms eoinpleted the 
hubjtH*ts appointed for the lower one. In the middle school me 4 ela^se^, auul bi>ya 
entering it, having alt*eady acquired u fair knowledge of 1 1 u*iv own langiiniie. nre allowed 
to commence English, to which they give half llum tinu\ English is taught in this 
school only mt a language, and iustruetion in all oilier hranthes ot MikI;^ is gi\en only 
through the medium of the vernacular. At tlie teriimnilinu of the uiiddle wliool courso 
the lM>yK aie exiunined, and those only who pass the examin.ilinn are admilteil to tin' njijn'r 
school, ill which they HjH'iid three years Indore being si nt up to the Uiuvi isitv Kntnuiet* 
ExainiiJiitiou. lids system of elasHiiieat ion enables us to show at otus* the nutnbi^r of bo>s 
who Imvo really uumU^ eonsiderablo swlvaueo, and to separate* tluin lioiu the mass ol boys who 
are in fact mere beginners. We may tbus avoid the nqiroach east on us b) Mi Monteiith, 
that our returns were illnsive, as showing a very large number of hojs mom biglier tlass 
hcliools, while the great majority of them weie ineru hi'giuucis. 


14. Another groat change has been effected in tbe xil* schools of tins liicle during 
the year, whuh has been thc' placing of all the bnniehes on the footing ol Aided schools. 
The expressed wish of (lovernmeiit bt ing to make the jieople ot ihc» eountiv pa) as tur as 
possible for the edmation ot tlndr ehildieii, and all uppIicatioiiH ioi an iiicicasr to tin* /.il* 
school staff having been ivjectisl, I endeavoured, os lar as 1 eonhl, to nnliiee the Miinn ipalities 
to contributi* to the sup|)ort of tin* biauch sehools, and thus to ii h ase linids wlneli might 
be applied to the iinpiovement of the staff of the main sidiools In tins I liaM* Ihm'ii sue- 
cesstul ahiUKst b<*yoinf my expectation, and 1 wish io record my thanks to the l>islint Ofliecis 
and Municipal (VmimitteeH who have aided the pLin so libemlly. (loveinment ghuits-iii-nid, 
erpiivalent to the local contiibutioiis, luiv ing been obtained. 1 w'us able to plate, not only all 
the existing brfiucb schools on the grant-in-aid footing, but in almost e\eiyiase to provide 
for all or some of the classeb of the lower schools iu the same manner; and 1 IiofK* withiu 
the next month or two to bo able to extend the systom, so that nil the low 4*1 schools in (‘Very 
town shall be sujiporled entin*ljr on tin* grant-in-aid i>rineiple. 1'ho (Jovenmu'iit 7aV schools 
will then consist of the upper and midille schooln only,, and will contain no boys n‘ceiving 
merely elemeutniy instruction.

one or more of the lower classes have Ix'cn placed on the grant-iu-nid fooling In this 
iTianner the whoh* number of b<ys (‘utered on the l>ooks has falku dining 1 he year horn 
1,105 to 853, and the uvf*mge atb ml.incs' from 908 to 740. Fees have in like m;irmi r lnll< n 
from Rs. 4,020 to 3,000, but this diminution is small in ])io])oi(ion with tin* du iL'a*-e m tlio 
number of pupils, and shows that tin* fe(*s have b(*gn more raieliilly livjod, and mon* reffdily 
paid. It must be borne in inmd that, though th^^ 7 !iimb(*r of zil* scluxil students haji 
d<*creased, no real diiuiiiutiou^has taken place in the immbt r ol bojs Under instiin*tion, as 
tin* in)]iur<*nt tailing off is due to the transfer of the returns uf the lower^dassi s to aimtliei

17. One of the best proofs of the satisfactory pmgress of the ziY schools is found in 
No. <»f iHiyH in bighcsroliw^cB, tlio iiuToiised miinlKU* of hoys in ihii higher ('lasses. To show this I 

incitswa. must takii thcj retuniH for tlu^ main and branch schools tog(dher, 

as 1 have already explainc'd that in soim? of the zil* schools propiT tlu‘re are now no olemciitary 
classes at all. In the zvY and branch schools together there were at tln.^ heginiiing of the year 
under report 2,8.*)4 hoys, and at its elos(j the nuinher liad increased to 2,!)(>7. Of the former 
nninixn' 2*0 pcu* ctuit. wer(^ in the upp(‘r. fl‘1) jier coni, in tlie iniddh‘, and 87*«> per coni, in the 
lower school. At the end of the year tlie penjeiitagc of boys in the upper seluMiI was tlie 
same, viz., 2 (1 ; hut in the middle school tie* jiercM'ntagc had inen^ased to lo*(), while iu tho 
low(»r s(di(K)l it was only 81*8. Similarly, the projiortion of hoys in the lowest class of all wvlh 
at the beginning of the yimr 72’o per cent, of tho whole, and at tlie I'lid of the year, uotwith- 
Htanding the large inertiase of numbers, it had fallen to ()2’3 per cent.

Mr. IVrkins, the Deputy 
Commusioner, kindly lent for the nse of the zil’ school, n building close bv it, which wras used 
formcrIya8apatwan8’Bcho<il, and in tlm the school work has Ix'en carried on I'or the last 
year. The building however is not well adapted for the purpose, and searndy nffonls aci'otn- 
xnodation suflioieut for the boys attending the school. A plan niul estinmte ‘for n new school- 
house were pepared and forward(‘d to yon, and provision was made in the Municipal budget 
for one-third the coat of the new building, but Oovorniuout having dccliiutd to make any grant 
this year for the purpose from the Imperial budgt't, it will lu* imiKissilde to build a new 
school-Jjiouse. which is very much to be regretted. All the other zil’ Si hool buildings are in 
good 

20. With the progress made by tho Amritsar zil’ school 1 have every reason to bo 
Amritsar al’ irh rTl entirely satisfied. Mr. Lindsay, the very ahlo head master, has 

fnniishud me with a report on llie school, which I will quote 
almost in extonso, and which loaves voiy little for me to say beyond that I ontiivly agree 
with his remarks. I may odd, however, that when 1 examined the selns)] minutely in Manth, 

I was exceedingly wcdl pleased with the progress of all tho classes, and es|a'cially with that 
of the lower classes, which showed that groat ctiro had boon oxpctidud on thoir tuition. 1 
here quote from Mr. Lindsay’s report — 

The ofHoial year opened with 184 hoys on the roll«, and cloaod with 180. The amount collected as entranro 
doiifttioiis during this year woe lls. 98, and as fecM fls. 80;VI5‘0, giving a total of Its. 001* 15-0. 

Ihiring the previous year, 18ri7-(W, the huIkhiI Huflbml gnnvtly fntm tlio neatil^nce, and in the year 18(18-00 
the famine < pet ate .1 no lesH jjrievously in chocking tho ittcrenso of iiumlmrs. The larguat addition to the imudMira 
WAS matlc ill Feljruary, and it in ho|)C4l Uiat with liotter harvesta the roll of the school will improve. 

^ The n;prk of tho schord has prticoedod regularly and satisfootorily on the whole ; and the vernacular tcacliera 
especially have brought on their dosses witli unusual diligenco and succosn. Ft»r this result Maulvi Foal Din, the 
lit munshi, merits inudi enmmoiidation, as he htu\ the sup'jrvision of tho.se subjeotii of voriiocttlar study 
which the head uia/iitor could not s<» perfectly iindortaku ; but the several teofdiers thciinMilves doseiwe tho gr(*atost 
credit for thoir siim'HS. 'J*hc Kiiglish teachers also huvo attomlod to their work with their usual /.onU and tho results 
of tho oxainination will, it is believe<l, show that the progn^ss of the dosses in English has Isten SAtisfactorv* if not 
coiuuietidublo. 'i'he 4th class in particular passed 10 out of 12 Iniys in the iiiicldle sdicNtl oxaminntion held lost Jniiiiiiry. 
The graatest shortcoming H|i])cars in the 8rd dass, of which tho Isiys answercil very bailly in Uistory and ((cogruphy, 
for wliich Mr. I'*ar1iery is principallv tolilamo. tho more so as the doBcieiicios of tho dass wci‘c poiiitcMl out in Doceni- 
ber (if not l>ofore), ami must of the lioyH coiitiiiuod to read with him, in tho second dass, till tlio IiiHtM.H^tor*8 examina- 
tion was held. It is hoped that this state <if things will itimrovo, os measures have liocn takoii witii that view. In 
the Ist class too tho Uiys were singularlv unsuccessful at tne EntraiUMi Examination, which only 2 out of 7 candi- 
dates ]ias8od. The head master taKos blame to himsulf now for having allowed 8 of tbc (ioiuluhites to go up, which 
he only ijennittod on tho gruunds that they socmiod lioiit on leaving sonool, and that their huoim^ at the prdiniiiiary 
examination in duly did not altogether foreclose all hot)c of success luter 4 tnontlis’ ailditional study. Of the other four, 
one went up from the lAhore school, but failed, in 1897, and another took the 2ml place in his dass in the fKipart- 
mental Examination, proving him to be letter th«in one of tliose who passed. It is liowovor thought that DupArtiiioiital 
Kxainination held in July is not of much sorvicc in enabling mastora to judge of tho capahiliLios of th«.Mr pu]>ils ; and 
as it tends to excite iiiiiM>pu1arity towards a head master, who oxoroises an indepcndciit jiidgim*iit in the irmtter of 
letting candidates go up for examination, it may he deserving of consideration vimether it wouhl not Imi judicious to 
hold a 2iid examination i»f candidates for tho JCntrance Examination, allowing only those i<» g^i up for the 2ml 
examination who paased in the Ist. The labor of the 2ntl examination would lio trlHing, os ]>ri»l>ah]y not als>ve 3(1 or 
40 Vwiys (if so many) wouhl he admitted to it fmm the entire Fanjab. By holding the Int cxamtiiniion in the 1st 
week of July, and the 2n<l in the 1st week of Oct<^dM)r, the results might ho comumnicatLMl to lioatl iiiastco's by tho 
end of October, and in sulHcieiit time ftir the n^quimneuts of th*e IlegiB^rar of the (Jalcutta Dnivoi^ity. In Uiis way 
(as in the new middle school examination) hca<l masters would lie relieved of the ics}Kinsihility and unpopularity 
of exorcising their nwni Judgments in ^this fielicate matter ; and the frerjiiont invidious I'ofktrts of br»ys of 3rd, and 
even of 4th claMSOS passing the Entrance P^xaTnination from some Rohools, while 1st class Ixiys of other schooli^ who 
did W'cll^n the Depoitmontal jireliminary exarniuation, failed, would 1>o prevcsitoil.* It wtrald also Isi well if the 
Begistrarof the (Calcutta Univorsity wore supplied by the Director of l^uhlic riistructiou alone (and not by hiMid 
masters as at present) with a list of approved candidates from each, sclietd. ft ipay lie oddofl, with reference to the 1st 
class, that it has for the last two years consifi^cd mainly of lioya of very awirago Abilities, without stcaily industiy t<» 
comj^nsato for wont of talent.

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21. Several changes have token place in the staff of teachers doringr the year. Hr. 

. .. , • . - Carbery, the 2nd master, was absent on two occasions for a short 

^ time, having l>cen appointed officiate as head master at Oujranwala 

and Multan. Mr. Mukaiji, the 3rd master, was transferred as 2ncl master to Hushyarpur on the 
Ist August, and his place was taken for 2^ months by Mr. H. H. Staines, who was succeeded 
temporarily by Mr. DeRozario, and afterwards permanently by Babu Jodhunath Ch>dcaii>^ti. 
The 5th master, l)liani Kam, was replaced by Mr. W. DeRozario in January ; and other minor 
changes b>ok place at different times which do not reijuire to lie hero s^^ecified. One 
appointment, liowever, may 1x5 mentioned, viz., that of Munslii Pir Bakhsh to be mubanrir. 
Formerly there was no muharrir employed, and the office work, which in so large an institu- 
ti<Jii is very heavy, fell on the vernacular teachers whose time was already fully occupied. 
The app(jintment of the muharrir then not merely gave gn^at relief to the teaching stuff, but 
causea both the school and office work to be more carefiuly and regidarly performed. 


22. One other new appointment I must also refer to although not projwrly belonging 
ApiMiiutment of Arabic to the zil’ school establi-shmoiit. It is that of an Arabic teacher, 

tonoherH. who receives a salary of Rs. 20 a moutli, from local funds, supple- 

munU'd by a Government grant. The post was givt*u, at the desire of the principal men of 
the city, to Maulvi Abdul ^Ali, in (h^tober la.st, and ho gives instruction to 52 of the boys 
of the', zil school, besides S(.5Veriil of tlie limneh school boys. This appointment ha.s been too 
reccait for much progress to have heem nuule, but I have not been altogether satisfied with his 
work, as ho began to teach witliout nietluxl on the old indigenous system. • I have, liowever, 
carefully arranged his {)iipils into classics, and prciscrihed a fixed course of study for them, so 
that I hope to find better progress when I next visit the school. The Amritsar iKjys, who are 
chiefly Hindus, do not as a rule take at all kindly to Arabic*, which tliey rc*gard as the language 
of the MuhamnnidanH, and I have con.s(»<piently arranged for thc^ appointment of. a Sjuiskrit 
teacher, so that all may liave the oj)iK>rtunity of learning one of the chwsical languages 
accortliiig to their bistes. 


23. Of the work of the masters, Mr. Lind.say has reporf ed at length, and in his remarks

. 24. At the beginning of the year tUo Multau school contained 122 boys, of whom 
Multan sdl* school— improves- about 50 belongcjd to the Iowc\Ht or 10th oUvsk, At the close of 
jnent of Duoilnsrs. the year there were 117 boys, all of whom hful advanced beyond 

the lowest class. This shows, besidc^s progres.s iti .studies, ati actual increase of numliers, as tho 
lowest class of 17 boys was converted int<» an Aided school in January last. Moreover, some 
G or 8 boys, who had been sent over ou stipends from Dehm Qhazi Khan, were mdered back 
to that school in the last mouth of the*, year, and thus causcui an unusual and sudden reduction 
in the number of pupils. Iii point of numbers them the school may be said to have materially 
improved during tho year. 

25. iSpial progress has not* however, boon made in “other respects, and I am by no 
rrogroM not good iA otlmr means Satisfied with the general cqndition c»f the scliool. All the

In the returns fnrnislied ti> mo from your oftico tln*r(* is 
evidently a mistake^ in the amount of fees collected in this school during the year, winch i..

The progress of tho classes during tho year has been sternly and em‘ouraging, as

The teaching of the classes too lias 
lieon sound and careful, an<l at my examination I hml few faults, b(»yond sfiine of minor detail, 
to point out. I Wiia especially plea.sed with the translation from Knglish to Urdu of sonie of 
the classes of the middle school that had been under thc3 tuition of Ibidiia Kishn, the 3rd master.

•SI. The Battila zil’ school shows a decn'ease in the numl)cr of its pupils of 21. As iu 
liatnla ail* sobool Hidiools mentioned above, this diminution is appanuit only, the 

dosses of which tlie school now consistH having actually incn^ased 
iu tho number of thedr pupila The decrease has been caused by the cotiveraion of the 
lowest doss of 2<J Ixiys into an Aided sdiool, so that the school now consists of tho 4 dosses of 
the Tfiidtlie and tho two upper classos nf the lower school. The niitldle school contained at the 
Olid of th i year, 13 more boys than it did at the commencement. At the beginning of the year, 
biiforo tho now dosKiticatiou of tho schools came fairly into operation, there were 11 boys in 
tho 2ud and 3rd (^lassos of the up{>or school, but as the staft* of teachers was not sufficient 
to teadi HO many dasses, these boyn wore in July transferred to the Amritsar and Lahore 
schools. The returns still show 14* boys in the lowest class, but those are purely Hindi 
8tud('iits whom 1 am in hopes of being able to transfer before long to the branch school 
establishment.

** Fees have alwasrs been readily paid in this distiict ; tho amount realized, Rs. 120, is sliirlitlv in oxcuai of tlie 
sum collected (lia. 1,253) in 1867-68. 

“ School buildings are now gexiorally in gooi! ooudition. Additions have, as boforo rvmaikod. liecn made to 
the building at Dinanaggar. A considerable sum has hemi spent in impn>ving tho Sidiool-house at ilurdaapur, and 
entirely now buildings have boon erected at Narot, Sukhaoohak, Bharath, and Diirangln. The roof of tlio Fatluui- 
kot school has also Imou renewed. Thu new buildings wore mostly pr(»vided from muiiicijial funds. 

** TeaeherH.— Of the 116 teacher i who form the educational staff of this district, 76 have passed threugh Uio 
Normal school, and obtained ccrtiticatcs of various de^oos of nroficioncy i 7 are now iiiidorgoing instniotifui. The 
rest have still to attend that institution. Of the number who have passed, only 25 have obtained cortiHcates of the 
tahsili grade. 

•‘School Commitietf^.—yho experience gained during tho past year of the working of those rommitteos has to 
my mind inc<intcstib]y establishod the truth of what 1 wrt>to last year. In many plains their mutual jcaluusios have 
lod to tlie complete break up of the school, and tho svstom of rewards, tocouimciKUMl by the lusiicotor and trieii by 
me, instead of incititig tlie other iiiombors to go and do likewise, seems only to have served to excite feelings of envy 
and ommsition. 1 must say, however, that there are a few golden exceptions to this unhappy rule, still 1 am quite 
satisfied that it was a mistake to try tho expei imont of Uiesc Oomiiiittees on so largo a scale, to thn extent of establishing 
one in every place where there was oven a small village school ; it would haveln^en well, 1 think, if, in the first iti8taDi*o, 
the exiieriiueiit had been coi' fined to tbc larger towns. 1 am myself somewhat sceptical of its advantages anywhere, 
iiiy ex{)crienco leading me to Ikclieve that the success of a school is almost entirely dependent on the character and 
qualification of tho head master. The exiierionco gained in our own country certainly supports this view. 

** Notice of OjHcent . — I can only repeat what I said last year of the prominent part taken by Hamid 'AH, 
Tahsildar of Clurdaspur, in the cause of education. 1 regret to have to point out that no aitcntiim was paid to uiy 
recommendation that i/iaribdd part of Omftmtnent*' should lie conf^orred on this Tahsildar. 

AU that he received was a complimentary parwanah in common with a host of Inmbardars and zaildars tnentiuiied 
by the Inspector in his report. This is not tlio way to reward oxtraordinary exertions, and incite others to do like- 
wise. Tho Educational Department, and particularly its heatl, should see that rewards aru distributed with a more 
discriminating hand, and that extraordinary exertions meet with adeciuato i*ocogiiiiioti. The other Tubsildam have 
not taken tlie same interest in the advancement of learning. Tho chief muharrir, (^hulani f^ailir, is n new man very 
learned, and very hard-working. He is, howover, quite new to the work, and it would theiyfoi-e lie preiuatuin to 
speak positively of his chances of turning out a really good school muharrir. 

•• I cannot conuludo this report without saying a few words regarding the movement to establish a central 
school in the district, which attracted sonic iitteiitiun last year. The scheme w^rmld have borne fruit long ore this, 
had 1 not discoveroil at a meeting of tho ]>rincipal zamindars convened by nio ti ascertain tlie feeling of the ifople, 
that the movement bad not the entirely voluntary character winch it had liceii represented to mo fo jiostoss. nume 
objectors came forward, and I was obliged for the time to put on doing any thing decisive in tho matter till their 
objections should be removed. 1 do not despair yot of carrying ouf this scheme, but afh Icgith to originate any large 
measure of this kind till 1 am quite sriisfiotl that it contains within itself the germs (if staViility and progress, and 
that without standing in need of much official support. In the wisdouuof this I feel sure tin; Ofilcers of the Depart- 
ment wilkthemaelves entirely coiiqpr." * *

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in this (‘irclo, arul it wa« obviously impofisible for me at that time to reeommend him for any 
vtTy marked recogiiition of hU Korviees, For his exertions at Rupar, in the AmbaJa ( -ircle, 
however, he was recommended to Oovernnicnt for a khirat of R«. loO, and ho waa summoned 
to rciTcive this from the hands of His Honor the Lieutenant fJovernor at the Harbar held in 
Lahore in March IbGH— a anminou which was not utU^iided to. As he has now V)een long 
enoiigli in my circle for me to apprerinte his active zeal, 1 have great pleasure in recorn* 
incnJiug him to the special notice of (hivernmeiit. 

It is to be regrettc'd that the excellent s<‘h<‘me for establishing a central school at 
(birdaspiir for the sons of zaniindars and others should have received a UOTporaiy check, 
wiiile, lioping that it may speedily be fsissible to revive it, 1 nmst express iriy entini concur- 
with Major Davies that it is niost essential that the scheme slu>uld 1^ founded on a 
suciirely permanent l^tisis.

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mark when I nay that somo 150 men have left the jails of this circle during the year who 
have learned to read and write Urdu tolerably well during the period of their imprisonment. 

Detail regarding JaU aohoola. 73. I give here a fow parUculars regarding the jails. 


Jalavdhar . — -I quite agree with Captain Harcourt's report that the Jalandhar jail shows 
no improvement (luring the year. The school has suffered from a frequent change of teachers, 
and the appointment of incompetent men. Captain Harcourt states that stops have now been 
taken to improve the condition of the school, and expresses hope for its future progress. 

Kamfira . — The Dharmsala jail has very decidedly improved during the year ; an efficient 
teacher has been appointed, a fair number of men are under instruction, and a considorable 
proportion of them have made good prognjss. 

Amrifsar , — The Amritsar jail school has worked fairly. 

Lakora . — Tlie Laliore Central Jail school has made excellent progress. A laxge 
number of men, about 80 I believe, have loft the 6th class during the year, and a still larger 
numlx^r has bcion promoted from the 7tli to the Cth. The system of instruction is excellent, 
and the j>rogress has been far greater than I expected. I'he number of teachers has lieen 
Tcduciid from 2 to 1, but a largo number of monitors has Iw^en apjiointcd from those who were 
well educated before their imprisonment. Those wlio learned to read and write their own 
language well, wluither before or since tlieir impriKoument, are tanglit Knglish by a pri.soiier, 
and have made fair progress. These are about 35 in number, but they do not appear to be 
entered in the returns. 

In the Female Penitentiary no progress has been made owing to the want of teachers. 

The Thaggi school has been reinodcdled, and is fairly taught, but the boys are not far 
advanced. In reference to these two schools it is right that I should mention that your printed 
Hiport reached mo so late in the year as to render the carrying out of your suggestions regard- 
ing them next to impossible. During the current year tho pcuiitentiary and Thaggi school 
shall be separately shown in my monthly mtunis. 

Fiwzpur , — The Firozpur jail school continues in very fair condition, but has made 
no progress worth recording. 

Multan . — The Multan jail school is in excellent order. The women continue to bo 
taught, and one or two have made good progrt‘Ss in reading, but writing has been quite neg- 
lc3oted. Then* has been hero, as elsewhere, a difficulty about a teacher for the women, but 
this ha.s, I believe, been got over. 


74. I now come to speak of the private schools receiving aid from Government. As 
Aidod schooU. ^ above nunarked, 1 have received none of the returiLs* 

relating to tho.so schools, and I am therefore unable to give any 
account of tlieir statistics. Very nearly all have been inspected by me during the year, and I 
shall therefore in this place give a brief ac.(70unt of the condition in which I found each of 
thorn. The few that I have not visited I was obliged to omit on account of the short time 
left for inspection work after my return from leave.

89. The Hindu school at Lahore continues to work its way ; but the ill Buccess of its 
Hinilu whool Lahore jmpilfi at public examination says little for the skill of the teachers. 

I exaniiued it early in the year, but have, not soon it since. At 
tluj time of my visit I was fairly satisfied with the general condition of the school. 


90. I have little to add to thci remarks I made in my last annual report on the 
elemeutery English schools attiiclied to Government vernacular 
KlemenUry Knghsh nohoola ones. I have visited a c<msiderable number of them, and find 
nacukir th(*ir success depends mainly upm their being made te fonn, 

as I said last year that tliey should do, part of the educational 
system of the district. That is, that they should give to hoys, well advanced hi their verna- 
cular HtuditJH, elementary instruction iii English, so that, when old enough to bo trusted a^vay 
from their liomes,^they may be able to join the liigher classes of ziV schools, and continue all 
branches of their education without interruption. This system hfis been wirefully carried out 
in tlio Jalandhar District, and the schools thiu*c, are consequently among the best in this 
iiirelo. In the Hushyarjmr District the schools of this class have not generally flourished, 
and tlie Deputy Commissioner has Ccmseciuently cloHi‘d several of them. 


91. One of the schools of this class I must specially mention as promising to ho a 
- most Hueci'ssful one. I mean the one at Palampur, in the Kangra 

aauiiJiirBc iMi. District. It was established during JS07-b8, in conjunction with 

a rSoverniiumt tahsili Bchool, and was supported partly by local subscriptions, and partly by 
a (lovernineni grant. Since tlien, the Uajah of Mandi has erocteil, at his own «»xpense, a 
v« ry handstune Hchool-house, and has eiulowed the school with ii grant of Rs. 500 a year, 
'file zil* school siduiine of studios was strictly mlopted from the first, and the school now 
(HUiHistK of the three classes of the lowiT ami the Srd ,and 4th cdasscs of the miihlle school. 
The instruction given in all subjects has been excellent; and ah the funds admit of an 
:id<liti<»u hi the stufl* of ti*mdicrs, there is every reason to bedieve that this school will, in a 
short time, prove as useful and etKcit‘i)t iis any of the minor ril schools.

“ Tn 1867-68 there were TK) Aided Female echoola, whidi during the past year T have reduced tf> 28 in niimWi 
having cloaotl 22 sehoola which wore not M'ortli the coet of mainieriauce, and in whicYi venerable Panditu drew 
aalaries without teaching any children. Tho saving tJiiis scciirt^d has Imjcii apinopriattul in tho OMtahliHhniciit of a 
formal school for femalo teachers at Kangra. it tho new uistitution, wliioh was Urrnporarily closed for want of 
teachers, can be niaiutaine<l and worked successfully, it may give inc»st satisfiu’tory re.MiltM. Ji'oinalo t4>aclu*is aru 
wanted for female .education. Nfalo teachers can never cHtablisn and niaiutain female schools, iii tho Aided Fonialu 
jpchoola them are 62«j girls under tuition, giving an average of 18 pu^nls in each sehool.’' 

T can only add that I bcliiive t}i<v Kangra Anjiitnan to b(^ working willi great earnost- 
11088 and intelligonce iu promoting tho education pf woiniin, and that, as I nai^l last year* they 
deserve an expression of tho approval UoverniEent for tJudr labor^.

107. Tlie reforms carried out in the female schools in the city of Lahore last year 
appear to l>e producing good results. I apoend to this report 
an original re|xu1; on the condition of all the schools by Mrs, 
Millett, Officiating Inspectress of Schools. It will be seen from 
this that the school under the patronage of Nawab Nawazisb AH Khan is far l>etter than the 
others, both as regards attcndimce and the progress of the pupils. The state of the drains 
near the sehool-hoiise under Nawab Abdul Majid Khan requires immediate attention.* Tho 
Hindi and Gurmukhi schools appear to have a very small attendance, and to be loss carefully 
taught than the Persian schools. It would appear very desirable that a permanent lady 
Huperiniendent should be appointed to those schools. The lady at present in charge of theTU, 
though taking an earnest interest in the work, has other claims upon her time, and cannot 
therefore give them all the attention they require. 


108, The Christian girls* school at Lahore has suffered from changes of teachers.

The 5 schools under the Native Committee at Firozpur arc little more than 
nominal. They have been for 5 years in existence, and I do not 
believe a single girl has learned her alphabet during the whole of 
that time. 1 have visited the schools once or twice, and urged on 
the people the necessity for endeavoring to improve thorn, but without effect. The private 
contributions which supply half the cost of the schools are now about to be withdrawn, and 
tho. Deputy Commissioner proposes, if possible, to give a grant from municipal funds for their 
support.f But I believe the money would be thrown away, and that it would be better for 
the schools to be closed. 


112. I send as usual with this report a return of the indigenous schools in this circle, 
lodiffonous schools including those that receive a grant-in-aid under Article XIV of 

the Revised Code. I have no remarks to make on the schools of 
this class except the 3 that I mentioned last year, viz., those at Fateligiu'h, Jalandhar, 
and Kyelang.

and the S ordinary dames of the Normal school, it would ho pos- 
sible to maintain a higher or honor dam of those students who desired to qualify thenm^es 
for superior posts. But this hope has been disappointed, for, though an honor class has 
frequently been formed and continued for a few months, the urgent demand for qualified 
teachers in the bettor class of schools has always led to its dispt^rsioii. It was thoimht then;- 
fore better to reduce the staff of the Normal school to correspond with its ordinary require- 
ments, and consequently the 2nd master, on Rs. 120 a month, was transferred to the zU' schud 
establishment. Since then Mr. Mackintosh, the excellent head master, has been transferred 
to another appointment, and Mr. Oeoigo Lewis, B. A., has been appuinted in his place on half 
his salary, 150 a month. A saving of Ka 270 a month has thus been effected withont any 
loss of efiicienqy ; but as these reductions did not take place until nearly the oiid of the year, 
they have not produced any large effect on the returns for tho year. Nevertheless, th«) 
expenditure from iumerial revenue on the Lahore Normal school 1ms Ik'cu rctluced by them 
from Ks. 8,448 lo Rs. 6,285, and the total cost from Rs. 14,920 to lls. 12,101. The cost 
of educating each student has not been materially reduced, except in tho Hushyarpur 
elementary school, in consequence of the decrease of the number of students. This decrease 
has been due mainly to the difficulty that Deputy Commissioners have found in obtain- 
ing men to send to the Normal school on tho small salaries oflbred to them. A uuiulK;r 
of stipends at 3 a month for candidates for teaclierships were given, uud at the first it 
WM found possible to obtain mroe men at tliis low rate, but, owing to the recent rise of prices, 
this has been lately found quite impracticable, and Deputy Commissioners have therefore been 
obliged to send a smaller number ol men on higher stipends. Tho cost of education, however, 
when compared with that in 1866-67, or two yews ago, shows very considerable reduction^ 
and I cxDMt next year to be able to report a still greater diminution. In 1866-67, the total 
cost of the education of each pupil wag Ra 179, and the cost to Govermnent was Rs. 104, 
while in 1868-09, the total cost was only Rs. 139, aud the cost to Government only Ra 72. 

117. The Multan and Hushyarpur elementary schools remained on tho same footing

yarpur. diminished from Rs. 921 to Rs. 795, but, owing to a reduction in 

the number of pupils, the cost of education of each was Rs. 41 
higher than in the previous year. At Hushyarpur, on the other hand, on iucrcased luimiK'r of 
pupils htu ndsed the expenditure from Re. 474 to Rs. 733, while tho cost of education of 
each pupil has fallen from Rs. 158 to Rs. 133; on neither of these classes has any money l>oen 
expended from imperial revenues. After tho close of the year the Hushyarpur Persian ejass 
was closed, and its pupils transferred to Lahore, and only a Hindi class renmiued at the former 
place. This, however, is so thinly attended that I think I shall 1«»V(; to recommend its 
abolition. •

for 18<{7-68, with respect to vernacular schools. The distre-ss ejiiised by ini|K!nding faiitiuo 
during several months no doubt tiifucted education utifavorahly, hut under any eircnnistauces 
tho apathy of the people is a serioas obstacle, to any progressive rise of tlie standard of 
A.'ducatioii. To remove iutolerable alnises is comparatively easy. 


3. There are now four zil' schools in tho circle, of wliioh three will in future U'aeh up

'I’lie muntldy 
expcMuliture on teachers only is Rs. 505 at Gujrat, Rs. 3(i0 at (Sujratiwalu, Rs. 275 nt >lliniig, 
Rs. 175 at Blici'a. Two small branches arc connec.tt?d with the zil’ school at (lujrat, ami one 
Avith that at Jhaiig. In the seven districts of this circK> (Rawal I’indi, Jehlam, Oujrat, 
Syalkot, Oujranwahv, Shahpiir; Jhang) there are 15 town schools (vernacular) atUmdcil by 
1,391 boys, and costing Rs. 7,814 per annum. Villagu sclutols numlK'r ;18(). I’hey arc attendoil 
by 15,731 boys, ami cost Rs. 44,(J47 per annum. Thus Oovcrnnient vernacular scdiools, U)wn 
and village, contain 17,000 pupils, and aro maintained at a cost of more than Hs. 50,000. Allow- 
ing for aWntees, alM)Ut one-fourth of these Imys may be considisrcd able to read and wrih!. 
Perhaps another fourth will remain at school. At Ictist half the hoys on tluj rolls an; setit. by 
their parents to be tukcti care of, and are withdrawn nt a very early age.

acnools are well attended, Rs. 140 were allowed bv tiie ICunicipal Committee towards the> 
payment of fees for one year. If it were possible to deal with this matter irrespective of general 
orders, I think it would bo well to 611 the schools first, and then exact such fees as would keep 
tlie nutnlxsrs within due bounds. For it cannot be good economy to pay a teacher a large 
salary and then to leave him half occupied because of the impossibility of collecting a few 
rupees in fees. 

6. A few words upon the principal subjects of study in our schools may not be 

Rsnuirks upon tho eouTM of out of place, 
study iu Oovt. and Aided aohoola. 

1st. The English language. Among certain classes of natives a knowledge of 
English is much prized for its practical value. Very little of the old preju- 
dice remains. Boys educated m zil* schools become useful members of tlie 
community in proportion as their knowledge of Engliah is available for the 
purposes of business. I do not think that the study of Goldsmith and 
Oot^T contributes much to tho intellectual culture of the student, nor does 
he in any appreciable degree become imbued with Western ideaa A few 
natives no doubt become accomplished English scholars, but zil’ school 
boys, and the majority oven of those who conmlete the collie course, acquire 
little beyond a pmfitable knowledge of the English loimuage. 

2ndly. Persian literature is to the native student what Latin, fronch, and English 
authors aro to an Englishman. The Gulistan, Boston, &c., are very good 
school books, and there is no Urdu literature at all equal in style to the 
classical Persian. Besides, the peculiar composition of the Urdu language 
connects it more closely with Persian than English is connected with 
Latin or German. Some of the best English writers have l>een ignorant 
of all languages but their own. 1 doubt whether any one could be called a 
good Urdu scholar who has not read more or less Persian. But whatever 
may be the positive merit of Persian literature in school-education, it has 
held its g^und for centuries both in Persia and India, and enjoys a 
prestige without which no branch of study can take a prominent place in 
a scheme of general education. 

Srdly. The vernacular is in some danger of being neglected in favor of Persian. Tho 
vernacular of our schools is Urdu, although the teachers and boys in coun- 
try villages invariably speak the Panjabi dialect, or a mixture of Panjabi 
and Urdu. Urdu books however are understood without difficulty, as the 
difference of tho two dialects is chiefly one of inflections, '[here are 
two kinds of Panjabi corresponding to Urdu and Hindi. The one written in 
the Persian character admits Persian and Arabic words freely, tho other goes 
to Hindi and Sanskrit for such terms as aro not found in colloquial usage. 
As it is impoBsilde to attempt the creation of a literature in each of several 
local dialects, the Pan jab Education Department has doubtless done well 
to take up Urdti almost e.xolusivcly, notwithstanding the high claims 
which are put forward in behalf of both Hindi and Panjabi. 

4thly. Although natives sometimes show considerable aptitude for Arithmetic, 
* pra('.ticany,this sifl>jcct is by no means successfully studied in our schools. 

1 could not name hulf-ti-dozcn schwls in this 'circle where miscellaneona 
sums are workptf rcadi^, and the tedbhers are generally worse than the 
boys. One reason of this is, that the .^thmotic which we tea^h in school 
is not the* Aritluneticiised in the shops, anti hence is ofnomactical value 
tsxcept to such tew as may get employment in the Public Works Depart- 
ment, or in^me survey, where computations are made after the European 
metbod.

Jay tho blame partly upon the system of ^examination, which supposes a mere perlect 
school organization than in fact exists. In Englaiul, examiners, teachers, studi'uts uih' 
all en rapport. ’^I'ho oxarniner knows exactlj' what kiml of (juestiou U) set, and the 
student knows exactly what kind of ansxver is rojpiired of him. Ileiv the. i*xaminer dties 
hot know how instnietion is giv€*n, and the student too often has ni»t been trahusl to give 
direct and concise answers. Besides ho has^read his hooks as oin* reiuls for aiuus»‘metit, not 
nnprofitahly, but witluait arroiming his ideas, so sis to cany in his mind a distinct n^colIcK'tiou 
of esifdi subject as a whole. iSuch defects are to be expeotoil in a systt mi of education whi<'h is still 
in. its infancy, and wo may look forward with confideuci* to a gradual iinpnjvoiiujiit in proftor* 
lion as we are able to enlist men of good education as teacdu'is.

11. I iiiHpeoted Bhera ziV school in ISTovember, when 1 found onljr SO tioys tnmfuiung 
in the upper and middle m^hools of 37 who him been examined by 
me in the previous Februsjy. I took some trouble to ascertam 
the cause of so considerable a failing off, and found that sufficient reasons were given for the 
removal of tho boys in nearly all coses. Still it was plain that the school was unpopular, no 
new boys having joined. The cause of un[)opularity was, I believe, simply an absura prejudice 
against the payment of fees however small. The Local Committee are perpetually striving 
to have the fees reduced or ahoUshed, and the paucity of numbers might be regarded as 
something of a strike. 


I pointed out to them that the school would certainly be ejosed unless they showed 
more appreciation of its value, and the result was that when I again visited the school in 
March 1 found 45 boys it^tead of 30 present in the upper and middle schools. Thore is 
reason to hope that the people of the town will in future take more trouble to ^ppoi*t the 
school 


I nm (|uitc satisfied with tho work of Babu Khetanmth, who, however, is young and 
somewhat deficient in authority. The other teachers have mostly been working steadily. 

13. Although the results of vernacular education have' hitherto been meagrc, a good 
CJoneralniiisrksupon vernz- foundation has been laid. We have learnt by experience what 
fiwlar Bohoola kind of Buccjess is possible, and have organized a system which only 

needs to be developed. The great stimulus in English education is the expectation of lucrative 
A^raployment. But such vernacular teaching as the people vtiliio may be hod in towns without 
liaving rocourse to a Government school, and in villages is not luuch sought for at all Under 
those circumstances our business is to offer a good education to all who can be prevailed upon 
to accept it, and to raise the standard of instruction by imposing our own terms upon those 
who seek our assistance, even thotigli it be impossible to educate a people above the require-r 
iiients of its social condition. Thus the schoolmaster may be compared to a carpenter among 
savages, for whom )ic may build better or worse wigwams^ but wlio have no need of palaces 
4iud shops. 

From this point of view our vernacular schools have been fairly successful, and give 
promise of increased usefulness, though, if regarded as the organs of a secular proselytism, 
they have not answered the expectations of their founders, 

For the last three years I have made a classification of tlie results of examination of 
('lassiScatiou of vornscuUr veniocular 8cho(»ls with a view to mark progress. Last year a 
ztihfMli. remarkable iinjirovcmeni was visible, but in the year under review 

nothing of tlm kind has taken place except in the Gujrat District, where the schools have 
reached a degree of excellence which I have not seen elsewhere in this circle, though a similar

It appears that most of tlie teachers 
know Urdu ami Persian WiJl enough for tlm requireineuts of a priniaiy school; hut in 
Arithim^tic. Histoiy, and Geography, they are lainuidahly delieitmt. Tliose who failed in 
these suhi(*otH wc'i'o uuahle to work an easy aura in eomponnd division, ruh?-fd-thrtH‘, or 
fractions, and could not answer such questions as to name the principal towns on the Ganges, 
or the hmiuiis battles fought at Paiiij»at. iso on<; proj)erly familiar with his daily work 
roulil fail at all, tlH>ugh a teaeher may e:i.d)y pass in Arithimdic, llistcny, and (jleograjihy, 
and still bo too ignorant to tt'ocli these subjects. Wtdl may om' say to (hern* — “ If you >vi*ie 
to plough ami sow in this way, do yon think you would ever get a u*op i'* And they answer — 
“ No, truly ! in future, we will bike pains. ’* 

From .all tliis it ,nppeai*s that the subjects peeuHar to the (jovi»rnment course of sf\uly 
have never been seriously taken n]», althotigh the old system of Persian educ.ation has been 
developed with some success. In fju't tlie standards of o)as.«iifi(*ation, given in para. IH of 
tliis report, omit Aritliineti<\ History, and GtM»grapliy, simply becan.so the results are too 
ineaj^re to be taken into consideratiiiii.

As compared with other districts, Oiijrat now stands considenildy ahooil, and the 
excellence of K«nae scliools furnishes grounds for thinking that the csuiso of villngo educa- 
tion is not so hopoluss as it is sometinios repnisented t(» be. Mauivi Ahnmd Hasan, tla? 
chief koIkioI muhaiTir, deserves great credit for the Cinergy with which he has devoteil himself 
t4> the iinprovernciiit of liis schools^d tiring the last two yeaiu He has been well supportiM] l>y 
the Civil Officers, who have eontrihutod much to the satisfactory n^sults which I now recon'l. 
The following is an extract from the Deputy Cominissiom^r^s n'j^ort : — 

**Tlio rctunm nliow that the avuragu of tlio 1 >«\vh untW iiiHirurtiiui in town H«'hiMilii M .vearsi, iiiul in 
viUn|{o schools 10 yeara. The sehtiola in the iMialiyau Tahsil are MU)»cn(M‘ to in the t»t)ieriwo liarganiui ; next 
in order comes Khariyan, nud lastly tlujrat. Upon the whole a ofmaulorahle has Wen niaau in eilucatiiei 

duiinj; this year, and the attendance has increased. It must W admititnl however that the fact of tlio registetr 
ahowin^ a large nuuilier of pupils ia iu»t always a oritoriun of the aatisfariory state of tho Hehf»4>l, an not seldom a 
little emiuiry shows that tlie hulk of the Ixiya are little uuira than infants whf»in their imrents find it ronvoiiieiit to 
leave in charge of the teacher while they themselves are able to g4i about their daily avocatious without Unng 
hampoi'cd hy little ones. Muring the year under I'enort 1 titid that tho sixth ami higher claNsoH coiiiaiu a greater 
numlier of scholars, and this is an uudonhUxl tost of iinpnjvoment. The schcKil muhavrir, Ahmad Hasjiii, mam tains 
his gooil character for su]>ei'viaiou. 1 lioliove his re])orts on the state of the diflbreTii schools which ho has visited, 
aiufthe capabiliticri of tho rospoctive teachers, to bo leliahlo, as I have occasionally iostod them hy )N^rsolUll iiisisHitioii 
and exaiuiimtioii 

With respect to tho veiy young age of tho childron attending Kchool, the ( ’onimisKiomu' 
suggests that Homo limit Kliould be fixed. 1 am ineliiUMl to think that the w liools are 
popular and useful as nurscrioB, and that when there is room in the school-buihling Uu»He 
little childron do no harm. There irau be no doubt however that the practict.* of lulinittiiig 
all comers has given rise to exaggorateil notions of the numbers under iiistniction, and it 
might be better to admit formally only such as liavo already ac<iuircd sonio ehumuitaiy 
knowledge of reading and writing.

18. There have never boon any t«>wn schools in Shahpur District. Tho niiinhor fif 
village schools is now 37. In this district there has Iwou no such 
improvomont as we have seen olsewliere, Imt I tnist that W(‘ have 
at last secun^d more efficient maiiagomont. To av<yd repotitlAu, I 
will now give an extract from die Deputy Uommi.SHiouerV ruiiort, wliich is quite in accord with 
what I have to say : — • 

** In my last ye.*kr’s report T remarked on the want o| method in the to.-vahiiig. T think from what I saw 4»r 
the ichoJU during my tour in thS district that thera ia an improvement in thie |Njint, ostieoially in the Sahinal 
aohool, one of the largest, but there is atdl a great deal of room for fitriher ntfomi. 'Die tanlt •woh eutifled mainly 
by the bail health of the aehrKil muharriiis AbduBMdaiii. Ho has gr»nc*oii Hick leave, ami has licoii Huoceydod by 
Minsa Nawab, very roapectablo young man, eiiucated at Delili lie is^loing very well ; and it in uoiilciiii- 

{ luted to impoint him in Abduetwlam^H place, if ho ahonld continue t^gj^ve satief action. If tho new aohniVie of tho 
lireotor of Public luatruction (an excellent one I think) ia earrieif out, a few of the il'orat village Bohikoln \f{4l|Jin,vo 
to \h% brought under roiluotiim, to the g^geat Ijeneht of the others. tTho reduutioii will only l»e aix or aoveii, oh 
arrangements can bo made tc^keop up some of the others as {raiit-iii'aid soIiojIb. In Jkciiig tlmviiay ilou^ I try as 
muoh as poas^ile to do aiy^ the result of yearly oxabiinations and li|apCH^for*ii rcpi>rt,«ail the resist is, 1 think, gmsl ; 
as the tethers then have the incentive of omuIatioiL and now thkt the ]>ay wil\l>e a> good, and the apisiiiitmeuiH 
will be more valuable, we can pxpect M better ^oaiuta from the teachers, and will be^ able to secure a Datter*rcatl 
and better class of men."

'Fljcre are f)7 
villjtge schools, Some of \vhicb have imprUvod consiiferably, hut 
I do not find such progress during tho year its I hoped, fii Januafy.a Darbar was held hy 
the Commissioner, tit wliich ‘ail the^ teachers tuid students of the upiHJr. class of cncli, srluiol 
were present. The affair went off most wtisfactorily, ^ifd apptjared^Otgiv^? niuch pit usuro 
to those who were admitted. On ^previous odcasfons when yoitiig hoys Imvu Heeii collected 
from all parts of the district, ,^bcy have suffered a good deal from cold and wet, so that the 
plan of assembling only a few ofrthe oldest boys is gudovbtedly on JAproyement. The Deputy 
Commissidner notices a*falling Off in the numbers/ wliich he is ii^ined to •attribute to tho 
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Hfttrcity which prevailed during a great part of the year- The chief ecliool muharrir, TIalif 
BakliHii, hae been moHt aiMidiiouy, and haa constantly visited all his schools- The tahsildars 
also have done their duty. 

20. Hafizabad is the only tovru school In Qujranwala District. It has improved, Init 
the tejiching in Arithmetic, History, and Geography ia still very l>ad. 
ranwSaUiatrict*'^^" viUai^ schools now number 5(). They are not generally in 

“ ' good order, but there has boon a sliglit improvement on the whole. 

•Tandiala is actually a better school than the town school at Hanzahad. Pindi Bhatian, 
wliich was dt*graded, now promises to do well. The vernacular school in Qujranwala city, 
which had almost ceased to exist, has been rc-establisbcd with better prosp<!ctB. Inam-ullan, 
tbo school inuharrir, has discharged his duties with industry and go^xl sense. If he has not 
]>ecn very successful in stirring up a spirit of emulation, lie has taken proper notice of failings, 
and has carried on the vv<»rk to tlic best of his iibility. The tahsildapj have given me every 
assistance. 

The Deputy Commissioner reports — 

** That a Urge numlier of village schooln have already been reduced with a view t-o ecjunlizc the diHtrIct eohonl 
fund income ond cx()uii4lituro. but that the iiiipilier of lioya atteudiiig has not at the same time lieon seriously 
diminished. Some further reduction must still Ik* oifocted so that there may l>c a margin t>o increase the stipeniis 
of the badly masters, an<l to afford funds for a few 8clir»larshi|>s and prises. Owing to several causes there has 
lieeti no general examination this year of the Utys of the schools, 1 regret this very much. I consider such exami- 
nations as vory useful in every way, and, wbrn ac<;oiniiaiii<vl by suitable rcM'ar«]s in the way of scholarshiiis, they 
produce great results. I should like an examination organized in every zil* as a matter at course. The Inspector of 
schools mould organize it and set the pajiers, ami the nea<i master ru the ail* suhcKil could conduct the examiiiatiou 
ainl allot the maihs, luid if the Ilciuity l/'ommissioitcr was thgs saved some of the time aud trouble thrown ujian 
liiui, lie would no doubt Ihj ready enough U) give thn necessary orders, luid exercise ilie general control.^' 

I concur fully with t)uf principle of Mnjor Babbage’s RuggestionB. J should, however, prefor 
to. award the prizes and Rcholarjjhips during my tour through a district, after which some of 
the tem;hers and students should be a-s.sc*inblcd at tlie sadar station, and addressijd in Darbar, 
us was the case at Syulkot in January last. It may not be (‘onvi^nient to hold a public 
meeting every yeay m i.'och district,* but fi 4 arrangement of this kjncl might be carried out 
as a general rwle. 


31, ronsidcring the isolated position of Jhang District, very satisfactory progress hm 
been made. The town schools at Maghyana and Cliinyot arc 
**^^^**^* 14 Jlwag among tlie'iicfit in the circle, and the village schools an? generally 
doing ns well as could la? expected. I cannot stnaik highly of the 
attainments of the teachers. Their knowledge of History, (Jeography, and Arithmetic is, in

There can be no doubt of the possibility of teaching prisoner to road and write, and 
the orders of OoveriHiient are explicit, but universal scepticism as to the fitness of oducnticui 
in Jails paralyses nil our attempts. We think that schooling will ilo tm good to an hahtUiul 
cattle-st>ea}er, and our subordinates mind what we tliiuk rather tiian what wc say. 

24. Aided in this circle are the Lawrence Asylum at Miirrco for s«ildiers* chil- 

Aided Boheoli Muyree-c/iTri^Rawal J*indi scluvol for <*liililrim of Europeiin 

* ' descent; the schools of the Aniericau Preshyteriai^ Missioii iu

A consulorahlu development of the grant-in-aid system is iu oonteinpla- 
tion, but must remain in abeyance until tho effect of the new regulations respecting mimicipal 
taxation is hettey understood. At the present time in some cases coutrihutious fnnn local 
funds ha\'c been already witbflrawn, and it is not plain whence, an increase may be. expected. 


85. Since my hwl report considerable changes have taken pliu*^^. at tlus Lawrcnco 
Military Asylum. Since the girls have het ii removed to tho ne.w 
The Murreo Lau^reneo buihiing excessive crowding and otlu‘r inconvetiienceH have hc*(*ii 

obviated. Mr. Sinitliwliite, late Principal of St. Stephen's i Vdlego 
at Dehlh has succeeded the Reveyond J. B. Moniwcxal os Principal of the Asylum, ami f am 
happy to think that under his management the institution is in a imm* satishtetory state than 
lias hitherto been the ease. The income of tho Asylum is quite iusufficticiit to maintain tho 
lull number of children for whom there is accommodation, and in order to do full justice to 
tlieir education a .stronger teae.hing staff' is much required. An appeal to the piddic has been 
vnule, but has not met with tnmdi sm^ces.s, and it is earnestly to be desired that (Jovmiiment 
may undertake the whole res|)onsibility without delay. • 

At prcijycnt there arc 1^8 children on the rolls, 0? hoys and 01 girls. Nearly all (ho 
boys aye yery young. Most them can read and write Knglisli very fairly. Anlhinf*titi is 
not well done.

The plan Ujpon which tho school was started was to take 
no fees and to supply poor students with hooka A grant*in-aid has been sauctioued from 
April 1800, and from that date of course fees must be paid. It remains to be seen bow far 
tills condition will interfere with tho success of tho school, but as (luvenmient does not 
require the personal payment of fees, the Missionary will no doubt manage to save the grant.

31. In 'my la3t ammal report 1 was oompellod to make unfavorable mention of tbe 

Narowal school belonging to the Amritsar Hission^ and to give 
notice that the graiit-iii-aid would be reduced or withdrawn uulesH 
' a decided improvement took place. When I visited the school in 

January, I found that although vernacular subjects received due attention, the English cIobsch 
were almost worthless. In coiisequetice of my report the grant has been reduced from Rs. HO 
to Rs. 50, which latter sum would be ample evon if the school were in good order. 


Narowal is a small poor place, and is never likely to have a superior soh(X>l, but iho 
defects of which 1 had to complain could be due only to gross neglect of duty on the {Kiri of 
the head master. 


32. Several of tho Aided schools already noticed might be dem^rilxHl os Elementary 
vt a w V 1 . * k 1 English schools, but the term has boon reserved for tho Kiigli.sli 
Elomeaury English schools, connected wiUi Some Ooveruinent town and village sclioolh. 

The question of Elementary English schools is a very difficult one. A .smattering <>i' 
English can hardly be called education, and is not likely to be of any [iractical nm ; but on 
the other hand these schtxds^re undoubtedly ^pular if some places, and tlips may to &»itu* 
extent form a sympathetic bond lietween the ruling and subject racea In pnu:tice the chief 
objection to schools of this ki^^d is that some of thorn are always in bad drder, partly owing to 
the difficulty of getting trustworthy teachers, and partJy for ^ want of freqamit inspe<*iioii. 
There &re schools in this circle which have never been worth iJetqiing uj>, luid others wiiicli 
are in all respects equal to the corresponding classes of zil* schools. On iiw. whole 1 think 
that Elementary English schools should never beMorced upon the people, ns Rometin;i>s was 
the cose, bftt when the people muph desire them, tliat the usual grant-in-aid should 1x3 allowed. 
Tho Deputy Co&imissioner of Gujranwala suggests th4t the^hoad ina8U»r of the zil’ school^-^ould 
visit the Elementary i^nglish schools in the di^rict oifce in a quarter. I am myself much 
averse to faking avnay the head master of a school for^ony^purpose jf^fl can be avonK-rl. Tim 
good which he may do away from hi^ pof^l. is triSin^ compared ^h(3 harib which is doim 
in his absence. But tho teacher plight bring the boys who havo^ pissed through tlx* lowest 
class to meet the Inspec^r at tho sir school when* he makes Fiis p^iodjcal visits. Once or 
twice I have summoned Elementary English schools^to the %adr*i1[i this i^ay, ^ut hav»5 not 
made a regular practice of it.» * * *

l)een appointed. I believe that the constant failure of this school has been owing entirely. t<j 
thei ine^qMieity or misc^duct successive teasers f but Bhoue|,it ipontinue to be m bad 
ordmTi it will be necessary to ^^draw the grant-m-aia 
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In last report 1 spoke highly of the Elemeniaiy Shglish sdiool at Badca. T!^ 
teacher obtained another appointment, and the school dwindled' away to nothing under his 
successor. Another man has since been tried. 

The school at Jamke was started about two years ago, and has recently obtained a 
gnuit>in>aid. The first teacher was the man who ruined Daska school, as described above. 
Me seems to have done little good at Jamke, but satisfactoiy progress hod been made since 
his tronster. 


It was Suggested to the people of Jamke that instead of having a school of their own, 
they should contribute to the maintenance of promhlng l>oys who might be sent to some sir 
school for English education. But upon enquiiy it appeared that they wanted an English 
school for tlieir own children, being moved by the success of a few English studentt in the 
district, and hod no desire to help their neighliours, 

34. In Oujranwala District the Elementary English school at Ramnagar has been

employed about the ^alt Mines, Find Dariun Khan is particularly in need of an English school, 
and tliero seems to be little doubt that it will be sncce!<sful. • 


38. One of the chief obstacle^ to suexsess in the organization of female schools, or, more 
- ^ . .. * correctly speaking, oi^e of the* chief reasons why wo are so often 

loa. deceived in this* nmtter, is our ignorance of native ditm^Btic life. 

From en({uiries that I have ^ade, |«W from facte which I have observed, 1 j^ave myself no 
doubf ^^^atcve^, thdt indigenous schools are to be found everywhere in which little girls are 
tauglit to read the Qurap or Sltastraa I have also no doubt* th^t the great majority of female 
schools sTippurtaiil or uidAbby GuVelnm^qt arc nothing thaii thc^ old Indigenous 

scltools, while thp people glacUy enough accept stipefl^s for their favourite Mullas and Pandahs, 
Of coursb the religious s^iool I'nrhishes a iiitclcus wbidh sRould not^be disregarded, and the 
teaehpr iii sonie*cas(is is to teach the vem^uior in atluition to the regular course of 

iustmctiou ; but when it is pQqsMed tp substitute female % far male teachers, it must be borne 
ill mind that this isVnuch mpre tliate& question of school detail. Twill not'say that these schools 
will cease to e..xiat<u«<Tet' female to<u:hers,'bIit the religious object yhipfithepurenta have'in view 
has nothing an common with sectflar ediicaticm, qpd some new motive must be found before 
they 'vrill ccpisent to scB^heir chihlifen to^ school ndsirets.

^Mraat of their hai^ I ]iave bees <rfteit awwred b7 nativt^ that no miob f ae female 
Mueativo eiusted before Ooveroment took up the queBticm, except to a limited extent a mon g 
the tfaaalmana I have often been assured that there aro religious schools for girls, Imth Hindu 
and Musalman, in almost every village, and have been from time inimomurial. I think tho 
latter account is nearer the truw* because 1 have seen a few of thiwe schools in various places^ 
and find the qrnteni of instruction to be too uniform to bo exc-eptional. N<i doubt the ^stom 
is traditional sad aridoly sprei^ Tho Deputy Ooinmisstouur of Syalkot has staitud that 
in most of the schools in his district the instruction is still purely religious.* If these 
schools were a new invention of a British Officer, how could tins bo the rase ? There is 
nothing new m Bedi Kbem Singb^s female schools in Rawol Pindt and Johlam. Uo may 
have increased the number with assistance which ho receives from Government, but no 
improoch has yet been made towards a igratem of secular education. I am fiu- from supiiosiug 
that indigwous female schools are UHoless. Only the conclusion wliirb 1 draw from the above 
considerations is, that Government money should be spout only upon such fenuUc whools as 
are reguhu'ly organized and in8pected.t At present in most cases we ore merely giving pen* 
sions to religiouB porsoub, who, however deserYurg, have uo claim u)>ou the educatiouul budget. 


39. The Female schools supported or aided by Government in this circle consist of 

schools depundont upon imperial revenue, viz , 4 in Jehlarn ; 2 
^ ot.S if Jbang. 145 Aided sthods in Syalkot, ol wlricU 

10 < are attended by Musalmans, and 38 by Hindus lu Giyranwala 
9 schools. In Kawal Pindi and Juhlam 108 schools, maintained by Bedi Khetn Singh, of 
which 7 are for Musalmans, and the rest ior Hindua There are also 2 Mishion schools at 
Wazirab^, and one at Uawal Pindi Besides the above, Female scliools are maintained by 
the Kunioipalities of Bawal Piudi and Jhang, which receive no support from Uovornmont. 

Of the above I inspected the Mission school at Euwal Pmdi (see para. 29), Tho 
school at Jphlam, which I saw two years before^ had made no progress lu the iiiturval. Two 
or three little girls bad comineiiped Urdu ; the rest were busy upon the usual religious course. 
The schools at Daska had fallen off since the dismissal of the luspectress.

41. From the rotums of Indigenous schools in this circle it appears that there are 

upwards of 25,000 boys on the rolls, of whom nearly 20,000 are 
n igenous sc oo . Musalmans. The majonty of these are children who merely leain 

to read the Quran by rote, and are furtlier instructed in a few of the simplest ceremonial 
observaTices of thoir religion. Many of the Hindu schools are of the same diar^ter, and so 
far resemble the girls’ schools described above. Only for the boys there is sometimes secular 
education, either in connection witli the religious schools, or separately. Secular education 
consists of Persian and Urdu for those who are being traincKl for rauhamrs, whether Hindu or 
Muhammadan, and book-keeping for the children of tradesmen. 

In the religious schools they do not soem^ to have any idea of the value of reading and 
writing for general purposes^ although the rudiments of education must often be acquired here. 

The figures returned from Jehlam arei as before, much higher than in any other 
district. 1 cannot account for the difiference, but T suspect that the numbers are not at all 
correct in any case, and even if correct, they prove nothing as to the opportunities of education 
apart from the Government schools. 

Some indigenous schools have been aided under Article XIV, but the system is not very 
successful. Perhaps pai*ent8 withhold the usual fees when tbt^y learn that a teacher enjoys a 
stipend from Government. Anyhow no great eagerness is displayed to obtain one of these 
grants, and although fair warning has been given, I have rarely found that any trouble has 
been taken to improve a school in anticipation of the Inspector’s visit. Latterly I have used 
the allowance sanctioned under Article XIV chiefly for the support of Government village 
schools, which otherwise must have been closed for want of funds. 

42. Maulvi Muhammad *Ali, the Deputy Inspector, has been employed in this circle for 

many years, and is intimately acquainted with the circtimstances 
deputy Tnapeo- schools. As the numbers increase I have been obliged to 

delegate to him a greater share than formerly of tlie work of 
examination, and I have every reason to be satisfied with the way in which he has performed 
his duties. The school muharrirs have already been noticed in connection with tneir work. 

1 have to thank several Native gentlemen for their co-operation, especially Sirdar Nihal 
Singh, K. s. I., Myan Abd-ul-rabman, and other members of the Municipal Committee 
Kawal Piudi, and also the tahsildars and naib-tahsildars in the several districts. A nomi- 
nal list accompanies this report.

It commenced receiving a Government grant of Rs. 30 per mensem at the 
beginning of the year, and had 54 names, all Muhammadans, on the register in March lost, 
and an average daily attendance of 27.

Tbia 
emboldened the peoide ; and though during the month ' nothing transpired to jnstify the claims of those who con- 
tended that the man who sold me ti^ ground did so without le^ ri|^t» still they would not yield, thou^ tho law 
was against them. 

**La8t Saturday a man armed to tlie teeth dared any of the many mon T have employed to procfsed 
with the building, and on riding down I found thorn in the road afraid to venture ou this work. By a 
little stratagem L however suddenly seuEeil tho fellow, disarmed him» nnd sent him to prison. These clistiirbaneea 
have frightened some of the girls very much. At one time the teachers said they must give up their posts, they 
were so threatened.

Beport on the Bengal Military Normal School 
for Army School Mistresses. 


From Captain W. R. M. Holboyd, IHrcctor of Pvblic Instruction, Panjab, to the Military 
Secreta'iTf to Government, Punjab, Ko. 28, dated 2nd August 18G9. 

I bavo the honor to submit, in original, for tho consideration and orders of Govern^ 
ment, a report by Captain Dunn, Superintendent of Army Schools, ou the Bengal Military 
Normal School for Army School Mistresses, for the year 1868-69. 

2. At the dose of the previous year thei-e were nine students und(?r instruction, aud 
eight have since joined; scviii students have completed their course; of those four have 
obtained apuuintments ; two of somewhat inferior cajiacity succeeded in qualifying theniselves 
as Infant school mistresses, but have not yet been provided with employ tuonts. At the end 
of the year under report there were eight students in the institution. 

3. Mrs. Vice, the head mistress, and her assistant, Miss Parsons, havo peifonned their 
duties with zeal and energy, and the conduct of the students has been satisfactory'. 

4. It appears frem Captain Dunn’s report that the school may very probably be 
closed, and in this case it will be advisable, as suggested by that officer, to send persons whom 
it is proposed to appoint as Army school mistresses to the Lawrence Asylum, in order that 
they may receive some professional training in the girls’ school at that institution. 


From Captain T, W. Dunn, Superintendent of Army SchooU, to the Direetor of Public Ineiriie^ 
turn, Panjab, No, 44 — N, S,, dated 30^4 June 1869. 

I have the honor to submit, for tho information of tho Panjab Qovornmont, the usual annual 
report of the Bengal Military Normal School for Army School Misti'esses, for ihooilicisi year 1868-C9. 
I should havo submitted it earlier, but rotuined from my tour of inspection of Army schools only 
ou the 24th instant 

1. At the close of the official year 1867>68, there were nine students under instruction, and 

eight have been since admitted. Of tlioso, seven completed

3. There are at^thd close ot tlih yeilr 1868-69 eiglit students under instruction, ayd one shortly 

to be admitted, since joinedf It lifts been fount! necesBaiy to place a restriction «ji|x^n«tho ailniission of 
persons of parentage not purely European, cit account oft the few^npjiointinonts fsr wliich these are 
eligible (appointments, that is, other thifn that of fx^hool roil)treH8«to Bruijjh Kegiir^*nts). The Councif 
of Milit^y Education have Jikcwisc^ intimated that there ut'gr^at difficult , in providing school 
mistresses of the Roman GathoUs persuasion with ap|x>LDtmenfii, os the rule is ol>servcd of posting 
school masters and school mistresses with roferctice to the nol^ous tenets of the majority of the 
soldiers in a Rc^ment. Tliese two re8ti*ictionB have vomewhat nayroweef our ticld fSr obhiining 
candidates, and it hatf been neoes^hry to refuse two or three ou these grounds, . • • 

4. I leave Mm. Vice's peportV>f the conduct <lf tho stAdents to speak for kfielf.* Two stpaonts, 
who completed the course during the past year, were persons of very, limited capacity, and, os beAjro 
mention^, it was possible only M fit tliese for tlie chaige of Infant schook The others passed gene- 
rally satisfitotory oxaminatious, aull^two, Mm. Forristfil an J Mrs. Colot !||« wijuld sp^ially mention as 
having made very creditable progpifpg and passed oqt sat^actorily in sho^ periods* * 
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5. I think it ri^ht now to mention that the quoation of the retention of the Normal aehool 
os an institution has been brought under the eoiifdderation of Himreme Government by the -y 
Financial Authorities, in connection with a plan for amalgamating the jjiiperial and Indian Army 
tiohool establishmcnta in England there is no scliool where candidates for the apj^intment of Army 
Hchool inistresB are instructed in the ordituuy branches of education ; but penums saready in possessiou 
of HuiHcient education are sent nt Oovommont extiense to one of the established tiuining schools to 
hiarn methods of teacdiing. In view of the probable concurrence of Govemmont in the recommen- 
dation of the Financial i^opartmont for the diHcontinuanoe of the Normal school, I have suggested 
that the Lawrence Asylum should lie jKsnuitted to isontiuue the aid it has heietofore afford^, by 
admitting a few women qualihcMl in the oixlinury bnmehos to practise the art of teaching in its schools 
under the sui»ervislori of the head master and uiistrass of the girls* department ; and as the Reverend 
the Principal has expressed his concurrence in uiy proposal, I trust it will meet with approval, as 
otherwise the majority of tlie Infant and Industrial schools of the Army must lie given to the charge 
of w'holly untrained scliool luisUessos, few trained pereons being sent out from Ehigland. 

6. J ti the event of this plan being adopted, I propose tliat six months should be laid down 
as the jieiiod of residence of each individual, instead of three ip^i^i'hs as at present, with the view of 
carrying out the obj<5c?ts alluded to in pam. G of uiy lust year’s r<‘|X)rt. Details how'ever of any now 
Mmuigemoiits proposed to be ma<le will of course l)c subuiitted for the approval of tlio Panjab 
GovonimenU 

7. The head mistress writes in favorable terms of the manner in wdiich Miss Parsons has 
jsirfomied tlic duties of assistant mistress, and Mrs. Vico hna herself evinced her usual energy and 
g«xjd management in the conduct of the institution, 

8. I trust that in tlie probable contingency of the abolition of iho Normal school, the 
services of these liulies (and particularly tjie long-continued and excellent service of Mrs. Vice) wilj 
lie fully recognized by the Government,

Report on Boxxutn Catholic Orphanage, Simla. 


From Captaik W. B. M. Holroyb, Director Public TnetructioUf Patyah, k> the Secretary to 
Panjabi MUUary D^rtment^ No, 31, dated ^ih Sept, 1869. 

I have the honor to submit a rejKirt by the Revd. Father Lttwrt»nce on the Ruinmi 
Catholic Orphanage at Simla, for the year 18C8-69; together with the IihspoetoFs import 
on his recent examination of that institution. 

2. The school coutaiiui 73 girls, whose ages vary from 2 to 18 years ; 11 inon^, on 
their way to join, will raise the total number to 84, or 23 more than there wore when tho 
last report \v*is submitted For 48 girls aubsiateiice alh>wance is paid by Ooveniment, 7 «ro 
maintained by tho institution, and 18 are boanlers, whom it is necessary, as c.vplained last 
year, to admit for tinaneiivl reasons. 

3. The health of tho children has been remarkably good during the yoar, and tho 
progress made in their studies no loss satisfactory. 

4. The now school building has been completed, and otlditions have boon made to tho 
original plan ; hut a ebaped and infirmary are urgently required, and fiimls «iv not at present 
available for either. A hope is expressed by the Revd. Father that (Jovernmont may be 
induced to afford some aid in building the chapel, and to grant a site for the infirmary. 

5. The subsistence allowance granted by Government docs not go very I'ar, and great 
4ifficulty is found in carrying on the institution, especially in times of scarcity. Its pros- 
perous condition, notwithstanding such grievous financial difficulties, is highly creditable to 
all who are concerned in its management.

say nothing of the means to provide them with books and stationery, or to keep the building and’^ 
premises in repair. The difficulty of meeting these wants has been felt to a much greater extent during 
the past year from the general scarcity of grain and other articles of country produce, and conse** 
quently the iiighor rates at which the ordinary necossarieS of life had and still have to be procured. 

7. All that is now wanted to render tho establishment complete in every way is a chapel 
. and an infinuary. The old building temporarily utilized as a chai)el is 

Conoiusmn. dilapidated, that it has to be constantly (latched up, to prevent it from 

actually tumbling down, but this state of things cannot coutiuuo long, for the place is now in such a 
condition, that when it rains it [lOtirs as much within aa it does without its walls, and yet, for want of 
funds, we are unable to build a chapel. Tlie gloomy a<t|>ect of being therefore soon left without a 
ftoparate building for Divine Service and Prayers stares us in the face, unless Govemment comes 
forward to give us some aid to build a proper elia|)el. As regaixls the inflrmaiy, it is desirable, and 
even recommended by His Excellency tho late Viceroy, 8ir John Lawrence, lliere is likewise no 
possibility of its coming into existence unless Government grants us the only spot of ground in the 
ricinity of tlio institution which is suitable for the purpose, and for which on application has rooently 
been made to the Lieutenant Governor of the Panjab and its Dependencies.

As will be noticed presently, the results are such as might be expected, 
an excellent school at MaHhabad. The district educational committee 
met towards the close of the year. Their resolutions contain many valu- 
able and practical suggestions which are under consideration. 

The Mohunlalgunj tahsil sub'Committee met, with one exception, 
every quarter, and made various recommendations, which showed that 
they took an intelligent interest in the working of the schools of their 
tahsil.” As regards school committees of this district, little renmins to 
he desired. 

From Oonao, Colonel Chamior reports that nothing has been done 
in the way of forming a committee, but that the subject will receive at- 
tention during the present year. 

Of Barabunkoc, the Deputy Commissioner reports as follows : — 
*' Educational committees were appointed in this district in the following 
towns, central committeo Nawabgunj ; sub^committees Futtchpoor, Barn* 
nuggur, Durriabad, BodouH, and Zaidpoor. The only one of these where 
the committee has worked is Futtehpoor. The additional buildings were 
decided upon to the school, and Bdja Tajammal lloseiu Kiulu proposed 
the appointment of a teacher of Arabic.” 

Of Scetapoor, the OfQciating Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Gibson, re- 
marks : ” Committees for inspection of schools exist throughout the dis- 
trict. I am not aware of any operation taken by them during the year 
under review.” Major Thompson adds : ” I am sorry more is not made 
of these committees. It might be a good way of interesting members in 
their work if they were made to feel that their assistance is of some im- 
portance.” The remedy is cl<^rly in his own hands. The Deputy In- 
spector “ is sorry to state that he hhs not yet succeeded in persuading^ the 
committees to hold their periodical meetings to^eviso means for the fur- 
thering the prosperity of the schools of the respective tahsiU. If it please 
God he has every reason to hope, through the assistance of the Scctapbor 
Tehzeeb, ho will be able to gain the object in view.” » 

^ From Hurdui, the report is fhat ’the head masters of ^the schools 
complain generally that local compaittees, toldqdam, dnd othbr influen- 
tial men take no interest in education hnd never visit the ‘schools. 
Among committees, that of Bilgram, and among native ofiidals Mahomed

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“ sucl), tphrougli no firnlt of theirs, llmt they could only meet their legiti- 
** mate expenditure by borrowing, and had no fu^ds available for grants to 
'* education.’* An empty chest is an unanswerable ground of argument. 
As regards the legal aspect of the question, Mr. 'Quinton is quite right. 

Under Act XVIII of 1864, the expenditnre of the committee was 
confined to the *•' conservancy and improvement of the city consistently 
with law.” And whilst to other municipalities Section 0 of Act XV of 
1867, lias extended permission to provide for the promotion of (uluoatinn 
in the towns they represent, the only iaxation clauses of this Act which 
have been extended to the city of Lucknow, with its population of 
2,73,126, are Sections 0, 7, and 12. Section 9 is conspicuous by its absence. 
Of this municipality it may be said, it could not if it would, and it may 
not legally if it could, spare funds towards the educational wants of the " 
22,760 boys of a school going age whicli the city should contain. 

The same is true of Fyzabad. The remark of the Secretary of Stale 
in despatch No. 8, dated lOth March 1864, is thus of special significance. 

“ It would be right to afford all reasonable facilities for raising a special 
“ educational fund by assessment or town dues in those towns where the 
“ inhabitants may wish to take tliat means of maintaining schools ; and 
“ as it has been held that funds raised under the Municipal Act cannot 
“be applied t-o educational purposes, it is worthy of consideration whether 
“ some general legislative measure should not bo passed, providing for the 
“ exercise of the, power of self assessment in those towns which may 
“ declare their desire to be brought under its operation.” The remedy 
with Lucknow and Pyzaluul is simple. All that is wanted is the addition 
of Section 9 to the Sections 6, 7 and 12 of Act XV of 1867, already intro, 
duccd. It cannot be that the inhabitants of these cities desire to hp 
deprived of the power of self assessment, or that Lucknow, which “ stands 
“fourth among Indian capitals, coming immediately after the threp* 
“ presidency cities; far and away exceeds any city of the North-Western 
“ Provinces ; and even in England is only excccdcdl by four Englishidities, 
“ London, Manchester, Liverpool, and Birmingham,” should be content to 
remain “ indebted for all the public schools it possesses to the talukddrs 
“ and missionary societies.”

The Bnrahunkeo suhsoriptions 
(Rs. 800-11), Mr. Glynn the Deputy 
Commissioner, remarks, “ arc fayrly 
liberal, considering that a school ccss 
has also to he paid by them, The 
recessions have not been many.” 
From Ilurdui the complaint of fail- 
ing suhseriptioiis is stronger. Mr. 
Anderson “ is sorry to say that most 
of the talukdjvrs have withdrawn 
thoir jwivato subscriptions on the 
ground that they are taxed for 
schools. Most of the talukdilrs are 
much in debt and arc gt'tting thoir 
estates under Court of Wards’ ma- 
nagement. There will be some diffi- 
culty in continuing the private sub- 
scriptions.” 

Similar complaints come from 
other districts. 


Spite of them the total subscriptions have risen to Rs. 18,337. Roy 
Rarcilly shows blank, Pcrtabgurh springs from Rs. 439 to Rs. 1,453! 
This return docs not explain itself. 


The liberality shown in private subscriptions in addition to the cess, 
and, as wdth talukddrs, in addition to the contribution to the Canning 
College, is worthy of acknowledgment.

Tlie schools at Oonao and Bulrampoor sent up no candidates, indeed 
the only competing school was that of Fyzabad. Even from it a suc- 
cession of brilliant results could not fairly be expected. Last year could 
not repeat itself. The school deserves groat credit for sending up six 
candidates to an examination of no mean difficulty ; and good results 
may be looked for even in want of success. As might be expected, the 
Canning College alone competed for the First Arts Examination. The 
failure of one of its three candidates in the second languages was par- 
tially compensated by a place in the first division.

25. NotwitVistanding the prevailing scarcity, the collections have 
risen. The possibility of raising the fees has throughout the year been 
kept steadily in view. But for some time to come we must bo content 
with comparatively small results. That the fees from village schools 
should have increased more than proportionately whilst those from the 
’town schools have nearly stood still, although the number of schools is 
greater, is not surprising. To tho village agriculturist high prices have 
brought mixed gain and loss. To tho poverty stricken inhabitants of 
towns, many of whoiM income is a fixed pittance, the high price of grain 
jxas brought no componsitting good. Per a similar reason, though to a 
less extent, the incomes of tho {itule, who largely support the zillah 
schools, has represented far less material comfort than dt used to do. 
It is satisfactory that the fees of these schools have risen Co Es. 6,844.

be borne in mind that the zillab school is the only sobool at the sadr 

station in which the agricuUural masses can secure an elementary edu< 

cation. At present, to establish independent elementary schools in sadr 

towns would be false economy, and waste of power. Zillab schools have 

thus a double duty to perform. They must supply the higher education 

needed in feeders to the Canning College, and university classes, and 

they must also play the part of ordinary village schools. ' Not merely 

therefore are they entitled to their share of the ccss on the land revenue 

of the mouznh to which the town belongs ; but to out down their allow* 

ance is to rob the agricultuiists of their just due. The charge to the 

cess during the post year was but •^=Rs. 26*10*2 per school. lam 

inclined to think that too little rather than too much is given from this 

source, and that the weak point of zillah schools is, not that they pay too 

little regard to higher teaching (their own proper sphere), but that in so 

doing they are apt to lose sight of their incidental duties as ordinary 

village schools.

From the Ist October the nomenclature of the classes was changed.'

I can add nothing to the comprehensive sketch of the scheme of 
study given last year by Mr. llaridford. Hut I take this opportunity of 
repeating the explanation given by him to the remark “ It is not 
“understood wliy the vernacular alphabet should be taught in zillah 
“ schools. Obviously such a system involves a great waste of teaching 
“ power and the result tells in the university examinations.” 

Mr. Ilandford’s explanation was this : “ Zillah schools are the only 
“ schools at sadr stations, aa(\ must therefore teach ab inilio. It may be- 
“ necessjyy at some future time to have three separate institutions, viz., 
“ lower, middle, and higher schools, but it doep not appear to mo td^e a 
“ matter 6f much consequence’ whether the institutions are separate of 
“ not, so long as it is clearly shov^n cvftry year, how many of the pppils 
“ are at each ^stage of tlic course of •studies. Tbfs 1 haYO always been 
“ most careful to show. (F»rfe»para8.^29, 30 of my last report). ’There? is 
.“no * waste of power’ involved,in having junior classes in zUlah sclmols ; 

■ “ the waste arises from thfl upper classes Vt-d'ig snLall,*and thTs ^»^ld not 
“ be remedied ifi the slightest degree 6y breaking up the schools jnto 
“ three or.two parts; on the contrary, tlto evil would ff anything bo 
“ increased*, for unller tho. present* sysil(;ra the ^caSl mastdr is useful in 
“ superintending the lower clasps ds ‘Well as teaching one of the 
“ higher.*

“ Thb groat defect of our zitfah sphoold no douHt is that the up|<br 
“ classes are small, many of them^ containing s.ay>ffQm six ’to twelve pupils, 
“ whilst a teacher could almost as easily instruct tlventy. T(ie practical 
“ question is what course should be taken. I have’ already ^aid it has 
“been th& practice in^udh to remove imdl, classes from the zillah 
“ schools td Canning Cdllegc, in fact Jto ^ntralize higher teadUing and to 
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avoid waste. Similarly boys are sometimes transferred from the less 
to the more advanced zillah schools. This transfer system is econo* 
mical, for although wc have to give small scholarships to boys sent 
away from their homes, we save the expense of separate teaching. It 
is however only a temporary system. There should eventually I think 
be a school in each district capable of educating up to the university 
entrance examination standard, and there is more chance of attracting 
the richer classes to the sadr schools than to a distant station, however 
“ good. The question is whether we should at present attempt to teach 
“ the entrance course in each zillah school or only in some. 

If wo had good boarding houses at Fyzabad, Roy Bareilly and 
“ Seetapoor, and a more liberal allowance for scholarships, I should bo 
“ inclined to retain the two highest classes of the course in these schools 
only, requiring for some years to come the pupils at other schools to 
“ migrate when they have finished the course for class III.”* 

As regards the vernacular alphabet it has been already shown that 
the elementary education of the agricultural masses is one of tho s[iccial, 
though incidental duties of the zillah school. If not Icai'ncd there it will 
be learned nowhere. 

I venture to think that in'zillah schools more, rather than less, atten- 
tion to the lower classes and dependent branch schools is required. Classes 
VII and VIII virtually represent the part of village schools which 
the zillah school has to play. The want which has thus to bo supplied 
is shown by the constant demand for fresh branch schools. That these 
branches should not bo separate institutions has more than once been 
Urged. The remarks of the Senior Inspector, Mr. Thomson, will be read 
with interest. 

“ The branches are not separate scliools of a lower class, under less 
« elEeicut management, but simply tho two lowest classes of tlie zillah 
*' school, for which the head master is as much responsible as for any other 
“ two classes. They were originally established because there was not 
“accommodation for so many boys in the central school.* But I soon 
“ found that the people considered it a great advantage having the class 
“ roojms for tire smaller* boys near Itheir own homes, and I intend immedi-, 
“ atcly^tablishing another in the eastern part^of the city* for the beiiefit 
“ of the com merchants' childiun. It is very advantageous having these 
“ schools merely classes of the zillah school, qnd not independent establish* 
“ ments. At present it is*evcry little boy’s ambition to get into the same 
" roopi with the big boys) Whervas if the branches were separate schools, 
“ botli the boys and their parents Would look upon the branch schbohas a 
“ complete education in itself. The captain of a bihnch school would fed 
“'very reluctant to begin in a low. place in the loweitt class df another 
“schoql.” , • ' ' . ‘ ‘ 

The conclusion seems warranted that the zillah schools are fairly 
entitled to thdr full shard of the cess; that at present, expe^ency and 
economy ali&e demand the incorporation with them of the villege school ;

This object was, " not to train highly a few youths, but provide 
“ opportunities for the acquisition of such an improved education qs will 
" make thosd who possess it more useful memhenr oT society iiyeweiy con* 
dition of life.” Gradually but surely thquillah ^choolsure merging fium 
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the middle to the higher class ; and all honour is due to the masters vrho, 
amidst some discouragements and much drudgery, are imparting to their 
pupils the higher knowledge which they hare themselves sought. If 
there be a point wliich seems to require friendly warning, it is that in 
their praiseworthy ambition to turn out successful candidates for the 
university ontrance examination, head masters must not be tempted 
to forget that in sadr stations it is from the zillah sbhools that the 
want of elementary education for the masses must be met ; and that it 
is the lower classes and branch schools which represent just that portion 
of school teachiug which Government is most anxious to provide.

“ At the last entrance examination of the Calcutta University six 
** pupils presented themselves, but only three passed. I am sorry, to say 
“ our prospects for the present year are not bright. The first class oon- 
“ tains thirteen boys, but most of them arc dull, and as the English course' 
** is of unusual difficulty, I fear no amount of careand labour on the part of 
“ the masters will enable more than four or fivo to pass. All the other* 
“ classes are well grounded as far as they have- gone, and after the present 
** yearEyzabad school will be able tosendup a lai^e and goodolassannually. 

“ At the close of the year this school had only 192 boys against 
“ 212 at the close of 1808-69. T^e falling off however is more apparent 
“ than real. Sultanpoor contains a considerable number ot banyahs, who 
wished their boys taught only *Kyafbi, and a Kyathf class had J)een 
** kipt up since the school a'as es1;|iblisbed. A fewjof the boys»w6ro»after- 
** wards induced to learn Urdd, or Hindi and English, but most of them 
“ lerf as sqon as they could wgite Kyathi. .When I found there were Aore 
“ boys than the school could hold or the master teachj I considered it thne 
“ td disebntinue teaching a barbarous* system ’of writing ; and ordered

** drawal of 20 or 26 boys. Theif parents however are very well able to

This is the first year that all the classes have been at work in this 
“ school. Tito first class is intelligent and well taught, and I shall 
be disappointed if at least half of them do not pass the university 
“ entrance examination in December next. All the lower classes are in 
good order, and wo shall have a class prepared for the entrance exami- 
“ nation every year in future. 

“There have been several changes among the teachers of this 
“ school during the year. These changes, though unavoidable, have not 
** been favourable to the school’s progress, and it is very creditable to the 
head master that tlie school has not only not fallen off, but steadily 
“ improved. Baboo Madho Sudun displays the same good sense and dili- 
^ “ genue as in previous years. 

“ This school has fallen off considerably during the year, as, there are 
“ on^y 143 boys agai'nst J71 at the close of 1868-69. The average atr 
*“ tendance has been 78 per cent of the number registered. It ought to 
“ hgve been 6 or 7 Irigher. The' fees .have fallen from Bs. 590-4-0 in 
“ 1868-69 to ^Is. 562-2-0 in 1 869-70. This decrease is ,duo partly to 
“"the ill health of the head master, and {lartly to the high price of provi- 
“ vicious. In 1868-69 the hoad master had to take six months sick leave« 
** AftBTbi^ return'he was far from well/ and ifl January last he had again . 
“ to take^ick leave for a year.* Baboo Chundra Mohud Mpokorjee,^third 
** master of FySsabad school, is*Dfficiating head master, and I expect great 
“ improvement under *his management. Two or three of the assistant 
“ masters have not been working Well,’and if there is not greater diligence 
“ in future, I must dismiss lomo of thejp. 'it will be seen li6wever,«that 
“ the falling off has been ghiefly in the lower classes, and is therefore duo 
“ to the high places of the necessario.s of life. lu previous years parents in 
villages ^ve or six milds a, way sent their sons to the'ziilah school, hoping 
to bo abte to keep, them on, till they had learned something of ^English.

“ It will bo seen that in 1868-69, there was a second olass of only 
“ two pupils. Those were young talukddrs, who could not leave the dis- 
“ trict, as they had to look after their estates ; but who wished to proseeuto 
“ their studies up to the standard of the entrance examination. Early in 
“ the present year one of them, Edja Chhitpdl Singh, chief of the 
“ Surajbansi clan, got a very severe attack of small pox. The other, Rao 
Moheshbuksh Singh, lost heart when loft alone, and so neither of them 
“ prepared for the university examination. Both have rcooivod a very 
fair education, and take much interest in the village schools on their 
" estates, as well as in the zillah school where they were educated. Thm 
“ year a second class of four boys was formed, but as I considered it un- 
** economical to keep up a class for so few, I sent them to Sultanpoor school 
“ on scholarships. * 

" This school has risen from 235 to 249, grdat an increase aS'was 
“ to bo expected. The average daily attendance has been 81 per cent! 
“ This is fair, but I should like to see * it 4 or 5 higher. The fees Jiavc 
risen from Rs. 564-6-6 to Rs.'733-6-0-, and I belicVc they pannot now bo

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** This is the first 7 ear that a class for ithe eatraaioe eaammatioa 
*• has beea formed here. There are fire boys io it, of whom three hare 
** every chance of passing in December next. All the other classes have 
** also been well taught. 

Like Eyzabad school, this school consists of a central school and 
three branches. I have already explained the relation of the central 
« school to its branches. 1 would have thirty more boys in the central 
** school here were there room for them to sit, but notwithstanding* the 
** addition made to the building in 1868-69, it is now overcrowded. 


During the year, the excellent second master, Pundit Piithi Nath, 
died of cholera. In him, we lost a very good raau ; perliaps tlie best of 
*' theyounger teachers in the department. Munshi Juggul Nishore, who 
“ did good work at Sultanpoor, has been appointed in his place. Mr. 
“ Walsh’s skilful management and thorough teaching are evident in the 
** healthy condition of the school. I have also been well pleased with the 
** diligence of the third master, Mdnshi Muzhar Hosein. 


“ The numbers here have risen from 252 to 303. This school is 
** now the second largest in my circle, and there is none better managed. 
** The average daily attendance has risen from 89 per cent to 90 per cent, 
« and better attendance cannot be expected. The fees have amounted to 
** Es. 666-6-9 against Rs. 533-8-3 in the previous year. I believe they 
" cannot be raised much higher for some time. Mr. Daniell is a popular 
" headmaster, and I have heard all the people speak highly of his courtesy 
** and diligence. But they generally add that he is very rigorous in 
/* exacting as high fees as possible and having them regularly paid.

“ numbers, and he leaves it in a flourishing condition. 

" This department is under great obligation to tlie local committee 
“ of public instruction here for the hearty interest tlioy have taken in 
“ this as well as in all the other schools of the district. 

“ The numbers here have increased during the past year from 84 to 
*' 140. Indeed they were so low at the close of 1808-69, that they must 
“ havo gone up under almost any sort of management. The fees have 
“risen greatly, vis., trom Bs. 2G0.10-0 tolls. 654-7-0. The progress

socondly by tho sort of x>ay young men who have received an English 
education can obtain. Hitherto our pupils have had no difficulty in 
finding remunerative employment, but the supply of English speaking 
young men seems now to bo equal to the demand. Tho number of peo- 
ple in towns able to keep their sons at school for seven years is not 
great ; and tho high price of provisions during the last two years has 
made it smaller than before. The classes that have money viz., the 
mahdjans and banyas liavo few dealings with Europeans and do not 
consider an English education a good investment for their money. But 
as more and more of our pupils are seen rising to honourable situations, 
more and more of the people will make an effort to give their sons the 
education that qualifies them for such promotion.” 


“ If the numbers have not greatly increased the scholars have made 
** good progress. In Eyzabad, Seetapoor, Roy Bareilly and Oondah, the 
“ average progress is much higher than in any previous year the classifi* 
cation is better, and the teaching more thorough, Baraich is also some- 
“ what better, while Pertabgurh alone has been falling back. In Novem- 
ber tho Bishop examined the schools at Roy Bareilly and Sultaupoor. 
“ Ho expressed himself well pleased with tho latter and spoke very highly 
” of the former. As his Lordship sees the schools of so large a portion of 
** India his remarks will carry groat Avcighl. I consider wo must now 
“ look more to the quality of the education than to tho number of scholars. 
“ Thorough and economic teaching in zillah schools appears to me not 
“ only more easily attainable but more desirable than a sudden increase 
« of boys.” 

“ Eees have greatly increased. I cannot however recommend Head 
*“ Masters to press for a great rise during next year. In some instances 
“ they may be augmented but on the whole they arc as high as the people 
' can afford to pay.” * 

^ “ Tho school buildings arc all in good order hut most* of them 
require to bo enlarged. • Sultaupoor, Roy Bareilly and Gondah arc very 
“ much overcrowded.” 

’ “ The school libraries have been increased by 80 or 100 volumes

Of the ziilah schools in this circle 6 in number it is gratifying to 
** observe that all of them arc well fed from the middle doss institutions 
** and hare got a respectable first class each, the students of which prepare 
“tliemsclyes for the Entrance Examination of (he Calcutta University to be 
“ held in December next. I have examined on my tour most of these Btu< 

. “ dents, some 32 in number, and am led to believe that in general they 
“ will do credit to themselves and to the department to which they belong. 
** The lower classes of these schools as well as branches to tlicm are also 
well proportioned and getting on very satisfactorily on the whole. Last 
“ year 1 was not satisfied with the state of the lower classes and branches 
*' of the school at Nawdbganj but I am glad to notice this year its staff is 
“ revised by you and that the institution is now fa.st improving both in 
“ studies and numbers.” 

Oomo . — The roll has risen from 172 to 186. The fall in the avorago 

of daily attendance from 147 to 
129 and of the ^percentage from 
8Ji‘5 to 82*0 is attributed to an out- 
break of cholera during tlie rains 
of 1809 which drove largo num- 
bers of the pupils from the station. 
All classes were at work. The 
promotions which resulted on the 
September Examination are given 
in the margin. 

The 20 pupils in the two first classes contrast favourably with the 
7 in the 2nd class in lSOS-69. 

Eccs have ri.scn from Its, 457-11-0 to 501-6-0. An additional Eng-^ 
lish master is much wanted. It may however bo open to consideration 
whether the want can be legitimately suppUed from imperial flinds. 
The old dftpensary has done duty as a boarding house, and though scarce- 
ly adequate has provided shelter for* 20 boardeiM of whom 14 Jiold 
scholarships. , Only one branch school has been at* work. , The opening 
of 3 more at an early date will ^o far towards meeting an apparent 
.deficiency in elementary education. The head master Eabfi 8itaUPci> 
p shad Gfipt is alive to hA responsibilities, ant[ *has* found* in Cblonel 
Chamier a ready ’counsellor and kitfd friend. * , 

'Nawdhgang. This school has pot as yet fulfilled the requirements 
of the plhcc, ’which with Barabuakce>npmbet!i l4;489 inhabitants, arid 
which 'a' branch school *in a lar^c neij^hbouring village Barail, it- 
self a small proprietdry taloka.* This branch has been discontinued 
from the fthortnesrof local fundsf M^er Wajid Ali’the old Load mastfir 
resigned during the course of the year. His sudbessor Baboo Bqm Mo- 
han Banerjca, B. A., did his bes^ to remedy iilrfegularities into which the 
school had follen and to introduce a stricter discipline. • 

• • * 

In t bA^anda of M/^llaniell, recently transfonfed from Gondalii where 

•his services were warmly appreciated by Mr. Thomson, there is reason 
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to expect that the echool trill be placed on a satisfactory footing. The 
percentage of daily attendance has risen from 82 to 86, and fees from 
462 to 481, but the attention of the J unior Inspector has been called to 
the attendance, the fees, and above all to the urgent necessity of meeting 
adequately the wants of primary education in the shape of branch 
schools. The utter want of action on the part of the local committee 
has been marked, while there is much room for its exertions. Mr. Glynn, 
the Deputy Commissioner, Missr Canoujt Lall, the tahsilddr, and the 
head clerk in the Settlement, Baboo Kali Elishun Ghatteiji have each 
taken an interest in the school, and there is every reason to hope for 
'good progress during the current year. There are six stipendiary 
boarders from tahsil schools, whose conduct is most favourably reported 
on. Even for so small a number the present building is scarcely 
adequate. 

The zillah school at Seetapoor has the advantage of a head master, 
Baboo !ftam Chandra Bose, whose heart is in his work and who carries 
his fellow teachers with him of the cordial support of the official com- 
munity ; and of the neighbourhood of wealthy and intelligent talukdars. 
The newly established literary institute, the Tahzceb-i-Scetapoor has also 
had a favourable influence on the school. A slight falling off in the 
average attendance throughout the year is attributable to special causes, 
the outbreak of cholera, and the transfer of a branch school from the 
sudder bazar to Ismailgunj. 

The fees show a satisfactory rise ; but, notwithstanding the interest 
taken by all classes in the school, the talukdars and wealthier landowners 
^do not avail themselves of its advantages for their own sons, and evince 
a desire for special classes on their own behalf. The legitimate gratifica- 
* tion of this feeling should ultimately be sought in local rather than in 
imperial funds. A self supporting class, reserved for pupils whoso rank 

may .entitle them to the distinction, may be deserving of consideration.

Prom Hurdui, a village rather than a town, too much in either 
attendance or fees should not bo |[ooked for. Tiio results of the exami- 
nation are favourable. The head master points out that the agrioultu* 
ral classes lose heart on ftnding that two years is far too short a time 
for the acquisition by their sous of the English language, the royal road 
to advancement. By the amlah the school is keenly appreciated. 

Sickness and the closing of the Maholia branch account for slightly 
diminished numbers. These in their turn raise the average cost per 
pupil. Accommodation is urgently required for boarders who at present 
are most unsuitably lodged in the bazdr. The completion of tho new 
building by tho Department Fubliu Works, Ixiforo tho ensuing rains is 
earnestly to be desired. That the old one will stand against them is 
problematical. 


In the heart of an agricultural population, sound vernacular rather 
than incomplete English teaching is what is wanted. But tho doctrine 
is popular with neither masters nor people. 

In Kherce, increased numbers liave been accompanied by steady 
attendance so that tho percoutago remains the same. The feed 
show a satisfactory increase : 64 dismis.sals to 82 admissions (78 per. 
cent) point to the migratory nature of pupils, and seem to show 
that the school has not acquired a firm hold on tho inhabitants.

B. — Middle Class Schools, 

(1) Anglo- Vernaoular. 

36. There are 18 schools of this class, that of Salono liaving been 
discontinued, as was stated in last year’s report. Of eleven the whole 
establishment is paid by Government, of the remaining seven the verna- 
cular teachers are paid from imperial funds, and the English establishment 
from subscriptions, aided in five cases by Government grants-in-aid.

Thc 
apparent falling off in the fewest classes may deserve attention in so far 
as these classes represent the only elemeritarf 'education open to the 
poasses in tlie towns where these schoofe are ,itbated. 
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Nor should the claims of town schools to a share in the cess, as being 
also Tillage schools, be lost sight of. 

40. The following details of this class of schools, in the Western 
circle arc suggested from such sources of information as are at command. 

Moonshce Doorgapershad, the Junior Inspector, reports as follows.

The head Inaster’s report bears out the want of appreciation of BAniitcir. 

Ei^lish education on ^(;pa|t of, the people " niany of whom even think 
" it a sin to Inad Englisht” He also notices thd effect of rdmoving the 
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head quarters of the tahsil from Edmnagor to Futtehpoor. He hears 
testimony to the interest shown by the Police Inspector Nizam*u>din, but 
writes like a good man out of heart. 

The expediency of closing this as an Anglo-vcraacular school will 
be spcoially considered. 

I gladly record Mr. Ilandfonls’ rcinoi'ks in November. “ Examined 
“the classes and found all going on well, decidedly improved since 
“ last year.” 

HySergwh. Similar remarks may be made as regards the school at Hydcrgarh. 

The head master honestly acknowledges that his anticipations have not 
been realised. 

, lie adds, “ the pre.sent TahsiUb'ir, Miinshi Sham Echaroo Lall, is a 
“ great friend of education and always takes interest in tlio welfare of 
“ the school.” I take this opportunity of recording ray high scuso of 
the honesty with which the head masters generally record the results of 
their yearly labours, and ray sympathy with their feeling that, too often, 
their labours seem thrown aw.ay. A sensitive, laborious, and couscion- 
cious sot of men, they peculiarly deserve kindly encouragemeut from 
officers on tour. 

Pwwftii. The building is commodious, but there has been a falling off in 

attendance. The causes are attribut'd partly to poverty ; mainly to the 
closing of the branch school ; and partly to the draft of higher pupils to 
the zillah school at Oonao. 

The last is a cause of satisfaction, but the falling away of 70 boys 
in the two lower classes, though met by a rise of 15 in classes III and VI,* 
calls for attention. Elementary education seems again wanting, and in a 

town of 10,880 inhabitants, nhist bo supplied.

Biiwtth. The head master furnishes a full report. . In November Mr. Hand* 

ford found!*all the classes doing well ; not quite up to the mark in Urdu, 
MTiting, and arithmetic.

“ less, and I hope that none of thei|i will deface* the register J)y next year^ 

The falling off in pupils ip 37, that p£ |th^ two lower classes 01. 
Elmnentary* education it may be feared is neglected. The higher classes are 
well look^ after. The existence of a sohool sub-committee of wl^ich the 
officiating Deputy Conmftssipner, and Cqpimjssienel were, to judge from 
their rqtorti, apparently unaware, is brought .to* light by the head master. 
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It held one meeting, ** but all the Talukddrs and mpeotable mem> 

• bers of Biswah (rtlth one exception) were among the absentees. We 
** had a fair discussion on the probable causes which hinder the progress 

of the school for a full hour and then the meeting was dissolved. We 
** anticipate something intrinsic and substantial in the next time.*' 

He begs to draw attention to the cordial and lively interest which 
Mirza Mahmud Bog the Tahsilddr takes in the prosperity of this school. 

** It is a blessing to the school to have such a Tahsilddr here, and 
** I hope better results will issue forth through his hearty and friendly 
“ co-operation.” 

When closing of branch schools have been so frequent, it is pleasant 
to find that the old branch school at Sbahabad has continued to supply 
boys woU up in the Urdu course of both the 8th and the 7th classes. 

This school with its 103 pupils can most inadequately supply the 
wants of the 18,254 inhabitants of Sbahabad. 

The number of pupils has increased from 129 to 148. The distress 
of the inhabitants during the year was excessive, and .the prejudice of the 
old ” Sayads of Bilgram” in favour of Arabic and Persian is not sur- 
prising. That the school should have held its own is satisfactory. The 
average attendance has risen from 100 to 128, and fees were 184-10-6 as 
against 172-0. 

The cost of each pupil shows a decrease. 4 of the 2nd class got 
scholarships, and 7 were transferred to the zillah school. An additional 
branch school has been added. The two branches contain 45 boys and 
are flourishing. The school shows well ; the head master, Munshi Imdud 

• Hosein, earned liis promotion of Deputy Inspector, and his successor shows 
hn interest in his duties, lie is, I observe, h Bengali. The town contains 
11,5^4 inhabitants, and special means should be taken for attracting to the 
school the children of the tespcctablc Musulmdns. 

The head master, took charge in October when ho found the school 

in a disorderly state. Of 114 boys on the register, 33 wore absent.”

Bailing in securing attondalicc} tho*new master struck 24 off the rolls, 
itis efjorts Inwards •coi\ciliatiu^ the .inhabitants secured 31 fresh pupilst

The Tahsil* 
ddr, Mahomed Elarim Khan, is an exception and has been of much 
assistance to the head master. 

The Head Master is doing well, but the school must expand to satis*, 
fy the wants of 15,511 inhabitants. 

The Mohumdeo school has held its own. 

The late I (old HI) class boys, 8 iu number, passed their exami* 
nation so creditably and successfully that all of them were promoted to 
class III (new schemoj of the zillali school ; but, with one exception, 
could not owing to the scannty of scholarships, go to the zillnh school. 
The accommodation requires extending The population of Mohumdoe 
is only 6,801, and the school seems to work well.

I agree with the Head Master in thinking tliat " this school should 
“ he converted into a vernacular town school, aud no more waste of labour 
“ allowed.” 

There seems to be no scope for English education or likelihood of 
increased fees. Pundit Ganga Pershad the Tahsllddr has'aided the 
master readily. 

On the wh(dc, the schools seem to have worked fairly, but concen- 
tration of English teaching in a few promising pupils who by their 
OAVU resources or by the help of scholarships can complete their coursn 
in the zillah schools, and a reduction whore this cannot be effected, 
seems to be the conclusion to bo drawn from the reports on Anglo-Ver- ’ 
nacular schools. Attempts too ambitious appear to have resulted in *

The 
teachers bore are all most attentive to their duties. The Ilead Jtf aster, 
Munshi Edm FersUdd, has just l)cea promoted to the 3rd mastership of 
Fyzabad Zillah School. Pundit Farshotum Dds and Munshi Surju 
Frasdd have done their duties to my complete satisfaction : when I in- 
spected the school in November I fonnd all the subjects had been care- 
fully taught, especially arithmetic and the vernacular.

Mr. Thomson’s remarks aro suggestive. Increased fees arc the 
source to which lo look for incre.iscd e.xpcnditm’c on English education. 
Tlie erroneous views w'hicli have been taken as to schoUu’ships nr<! 
significant. Time and judicious management w ill work a euro. It would 
ho a source of regret if tho real end and aim of town schools should be 
ohstmetod by means intended to advance them; and if scholarships 
should prove a mere unhealthy stimulant towards the acquisition of half 
learnt English, rather th.*ui a siiro road to success for ])oor hut deserv- 
ing students. Tho Senior Inspector is alive to tho weak points of the 
system. 

I venture to suggest that district olfieoi s ho supplied with educational 
minutijs and despatclics ; so tluif. fhe real scope of flovernment education 
may he generally known. Assistance liowover valued, to bi! cllcctivo 
should Ije in the right direction. It must not be forgotten that elemen- 
tary education for tho masses, rather than English education for tho 
few has cliarms for neither tho people nor their teachers. Sound 
though tho principle 1 ) 0 , it will be long before it comes homo to thq 
eouvictious of those whom it most iinmodiately affecds. To the ^icoplo 
English education appears, wjiat in many cases it really is, directly and 
immediately remunerative.

-In, town 
schools it’ is of little value if* it be not good-; whilst i,ts quality tV*pend.s 
on the extent to which it h* supported.from^ local sources. As 
regards these schools there is pAulimr scope for tho of focal 

committees. Should they and tiro townsmen gcntsmlly insdst on I^nglisJi 
education, the conviction that to be useful it must 1)e thorough, and to b’o 
thorough must be well paid for, should lead to tangible Ircsults. Should

Of those in the first list, Hodoull has l>ecn completed this year. ' Of 
those in the second list, Biswah, Akberpoor, Tdndah, and Xawabganj (zillaU

4)6. A general examination was held in May 1869; and scholar- 
ships awarded in accordance with its results. The following instructions 
then issued by Mr. Handford give the general working of the system. 

1. “ Scholarships of Rupees 2 per mensem each are awarded from 
“ 16th July to boys who gained 260 or more marks, those who are loss than 
“ 16 years of ago are to be sent to the nearest zillah school to le arn English, 
*• those whose age exceeds 16 must elect to go cither to the middle class of

As regards the last two years, the increased n\imhcrs, and the advance 
made arc most satisfactory. The total inorcaso of 322 is the result of an 
increase of 373 in the first four classes, and a diminution of 61 in the 
fifth. This is of course partially accounted for by the addition of seven 
new schools, hut as only one of them, Salono, had been reduced from an 
Anglo-vernacular to a vernacular town school, and in it tho numbers ' 
were very small, the results are gratifying.

The full 
development of vemacularj literature will be one of tho lat^t rcf^ultsof 
our educatiimal efforts V At present we mus^ rest content with the fact 
that school^ are spreading in which w& givd the highei^i vernacular 
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training which it is at present possible to gire ; that a sound middle 
class education is really to be obtained ; and that when the time has come 
for conveying through the medium of Urdd the advanced products of 
modem thought, there will be found to hand in each large town a school 
in which the desired end may be gained by the mere substitution of better 
text books and a more accomplished staff.

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A special report bas been called for. The testimony of Baboo Bam 
Chandra Sen, Head Master of the Normal school, and at present officiating 
Junior Inspector, is as follows : — 

“ The usefulness of the institution is beyond all question. Besides 
cultivating a growing taste for Urdu literature in the city, it has during 
“the last two years sent out one pupil to the Agra Medical College, 

“ three to the Canning College, 43 to the Normal School, 14 to Government 
“ offices, and 19 to private ones. Some 90 more ex*pupils of the school 
“ are still ready for service. All this is satisfactory indeed, especially 
“ when we consider that the progress of the school has been left mainly 
“ to itself against innumerable disadvantages.” 

This school is really a part of the Normal school scheme. As such, 
it is clearly entitled to a share in the cess drawn, not from the district 
of Lucknow, but from the whole province. That there is room for 
improvement is beyond doubt. As little doubt is there that the school 
docs something towards the education of the thousands of Lucknow, for 
whom Lucknow itself does so little. It would bo bard to take from them 
the little that they have.

At the close of 1869-70 there were in Oudh 642 village schools with 
21,433 pupils on their rolls. Of those the average number was 20,210, 
the average daily attendance throughout the year being 16,135. The 
increase during the past year has been respectively 69; 3,172; 3,897; and 
3,225. The attendance has kept pace w'ith increased numbers, tho per- 
centage remaining at 79. Tho average cost per school has risen to 
Rs. 1 1 2-7-7, and tho average cost per pupil from slightly below, to slightly 
above three rupees. The whole cost. Its. 60,903, is borno by the cess and' 
schooling fees. 

The income and expenditure on account of tho coss has boon 
already detailed in para. 11. • 

• 

60A.* It may hero suffice to note that Mr. ITandford’s estimato«for 
securing a sphool within two and a half pailos of each child in the province* 
anticipated an average of 85 village schools for each district, or 1,020 for 
the province. Tlio actual numbers nojiv give an average of 46 ,i for each 
district, and 642* for tho whole province. ! Thif is exclusive of villogcrftr««Ci& 
schools, a subject on which more ‘information is wanted. As a of^eap 
means of gradually spreading cdiacation, mainly through, t!io instrumon- 
*tality of pupil tcaclicrs, these branohoe-dsswryo every encouragement. 

The fad that Oudh contains * , . 
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43 villages, llhe towns with a popul^on above 5,000 ^have been 
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sliown to be more or less supplied. Tlie larger villages ranging from 
1,000 to 6,000 and amounting to 2,014! should in time be provided 
witli town sohools. For the remaining 21,618 whose population ranges 
from 200 to 1,000, village scdiools will suffice. When the revised maps now 
in preparation in the Surveyor General’s Office have been prepared, and 
the census returns made to correspond with the re-distribution of districts, 
an educational map might be made in which the wants of the province 
and the extent to which they have been supplied might be ascertained 
at a glance. 

Hitherto the schools have spread by a natural and not unwise process 
of selection. Tliey have been founded in places where they were most in 
demand. As the cess comes into regular openation, it will be well to com- 
pare the amount contributed by each village or “ halka” with the amount 
of education provided for its children. When landholders realise that 
disinclination for a school implies that they are paying for the schooling 
of their neighbours, they will probably demand a quid pro quo, and we 
shall hear less of objections to the opening of village schools. At the 
same time we must not forgot that in taking the cess wo have made an 
implied contract to supply tho education.

to add. " In reporting upon village schools this year I am unable to follow

“ Inspector and masters. The attendance in the primary schools of Scotland 
“ is very little higher, and in England a great deal lower ; the amount of

** In a large part of this district there are no schools, as the new Land 
Settlement has not boon made, and no oess reoeWed. The assessment of 
the remaining pargannas has just been eomploted, and the educational 
cess will become available in November or Beoember next. Fifteen or 
twenty more sehools will then bo required. 1 inspected this district partly 
in November and partly in January. The schools are well attended and 
the mastos industrious. But in several instances the boys did not answer 
so promptly and fully as I should have liked. The Deputy Inspector does 
not seem to have a very high ideal for village schools. Ho is a diligent 
officer but not a man of the calibre necessary for such a post. 

This district contains 6.3 schools, with 1,754 boys or an average of

" The past year has been rather a difficult one for village schools. The 
“ prices of agricultural produce have been high and as Oudh has been 
“ selling, the province has been becoming richer. Farmers that never 
“ yoked a bullock worth more than Bs. 40 before, arc this year breaking 
in bullocks that have cost Bs. 60 or 70. It might be supposed that this 
increased wealth would be favourable to school attendance and so it 
ultimately will. But in the first instance it has been the reverse. The 
** usual wages of a ploughman are 3 maunds of grain at the rabi and the 
“ same at the kharif, and half a bigah of land with seed &c. This is given 
“ by way of a retaining fee, and the man ijjho has received it cannot leave 
the village, whether tbc farmer be actually employing him or not. When 
" actually employed Jie receives two seers pf grain daily. Thus Ihe whole 
is paid in kind. When its value was from Bs. 25 to 80 per anneun, 

'■ “ the farmer had no objection to paying, but when it came to bo worth 
“ Bi. GO or 70 ho endeavoured to screw his servants down. Then the 
“ mahdjan stepped forward aqd offered the ploughman enough money to 
" sot up for himself, on condition of being repaid in grain at harvest tim^ 
Th,e farmpr hdring iq this w^y lost part of his men, had to keep his'owm 
“ boys at home to lessist'him. Tbo*ploughmen who had sent their sons to 
“ schools were the most likely to set l^p as %rmer8, and*of course required 
‘ **«all their fapiily to* help them at starting. ^ Thus we lost on. both sides. 
But the loss can b» Only* tempprary.^ The wealthiest villages haVe always 
« the ^best schools, and* inCj^^pse dl wealth «will' in a year or twp produce 
“ an increase of schbol boys. . . * .

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boon either ikted or reduced* while a large number have had promotion. 
In Pextahgurh the work has not been satisfactory, and in Baraioh the 
teachers have sometimes been troublesome. Very few ore natives of that 
zillah, and men of the west of Oudh have great objection to crossing the 
Gbdgra. Sometimes the teachers liccomc idle or mischievous in the hope 
that the Deputy Inspector would send them back to their native aillalia 
just to be rid of them, and occasionally they seemed to lose heart when 
sent so far away from home. In a few years wo shall bo able to get 
imtives of the sdllah in sufllcient numbers and those difficulties will 
disappear. 

** I will now show at a glance the progress our village scholars have 
“ made. As already said the village school course of study is arranged 
“ under four classes, and these contain as follows : —

This is to be expected while 
the schools are so young, but I trust in future feports to shttw a steady 


increase df numbers ih 


the higher cb^sds^. 
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** I consider the sobeme otstadies well adapted to tiie circumstances 
** of the people. A boy entering sobool at six years of age will flnisb tbe 
*' course thoroughly by the time he is tenor eleven, and he will then he very 
** well qualified, as far as school learning goes, to manage his business 
** whether as farmer, merchant, or clerk. Indeed many people find the II 
class subjects enough for their hoys. A boy who has finished the village 
“ school course has also laid a sound foundation for either a Higher 
" Yemacular or an English education. By revismg school books and pre« 

“ paring better ones, and by the increasing skill of our teachers, valuable 
** improvements will, I believe he made. But they will only bo in details. 

The grand outlines of our scheme arc as good as they can he made for 
" some time to come. 

" Districts officers* opinions of these schools are remarkably alike, 
and their agreement must, I suppose, be held to prove their accuracy. 

'* Their remarks arc always substantially this. ‘ Visited such and such 
“ * school. The boys read well for the time they have been at school and 
“ * write neatly. In arithmetic they are very sharp. In history and 
“ * geography the questions I asked were very simple, but only 2 or 3 boys 
“ * couldanswer them.’ In regard to history no excuse can be made. There 
is no reason why village school boys should not have a correct cle- 
** mentary knowledge of the history of their own country, and it is for the 
“ officers of the Educational Department to look more carefully after this 
“ subject. But in regard to geography there are extenuating circum- 
“ stances. The difficulty of teaching it in this part of the country only a 
“teacher of much experience can realise. The boys have never seen 
“ a hill, never seen the sea, never seen a lake, never seen anything but 
i* this unvarying plain of the Ganges. To get them to picture in their 
“ minds the grand features of the earth’s surface is exceedingly difficult 
even for an English teacher. But when the masters themselves have 
“ but feeble conceptions, what impression can we expect them to make on 
“ thcil* scholars ? I consider geography a subject of great importance in 
“ education. It tends to rouse the curiosity and enlarge tbe sjropathies, 

“ and h^s a highly civilising influence.^ It has not been undervalued by 
any moans, byt the difficulties of ’tooching it intelligently are so great 
“ that it tvill take years to overcome thqm,’’

“ the year before last. It will api)ear from this document that the schools 
“ in question have considerably improved in numbers and averages of daily 
“ attendance, w'ith the exception of a slight decrease in the average of the 
“ Barabunkee district. Tlio decrease shown in averages of the numlKsrs of 
** students, of their daily attendance, and the collections of tuition fees 
“ of the schools of this d(‘scription in Zillah Kherec, are not at all to bo 
“ taken into consideration, as there w.as only one village s<*liool in exis- 
“ tcnce in that district last year, and that being of some threuj years stand- 
“ ing, and one of the best of its kind in the circle, cannot cont»*a8t favour - 
“ ably of course with the schools newly opened this year in this district. 

“ Taking into consideration the poverty of the lower classes of this 
“ province, and the unusually high price of corn prevailing in it for the last 
“ two years, it is gratifying to remark that the foes collected this year * 
“ amount to Rs. 2,809-15-9 against lls. 2,317-3-G in the year last reported

*' hibit that the progress of village school students has been satisfactory 
“ and rapid in their studies, as there are now 916 pupils io class I against 
“ 288 pupils at the close of the year 1868-69. 

“ When the village schools were first started, instances were not want- 
" ing of teachers leaving their schools without leave, but constant punish- 
meats, consisting of heavy fines, suspension and dismissals, &c., in addition 
*' to the forfeiture of pay, have improved the conduct of our village 
“ teachers, and I have now very few cases of a like nature to deal with. 
“ The difficulties tliat wc have now to contend against are that very few 
“ of our village teachers understand thoroughly our classification system, 
“ and evince a proper degree of aptitude for the tuition of history, gco- 
“ graphyand grammar, and hence tlie necessity of a few practising schools 
“ in the City of Lucknow, to instruct our passed teachers in the practical 
“ mode of teaching. 

“ Instructions arc continually given both by me and my deputies, at 
“ the time of inspection of these schools to get the defects found in points 
“ above noticed rectified ; and also, with a view to encourage the most at- 
*' tentivo, the most deserving, and the most successful teachers, I have 
proposed to hold annual meetings of all the village teachers of a district 
** at its Ilead Quarters, and reward them with prizes, in cash, books and 
“ clothes in the presence of district and other officers, that may please to 
attend the meeting. This proposal of mine, which entails an annual 
“ cxpendihiro of about Ils. 60 per district, has been sanctioned last year 
by the Director of Public Instruction, Oudh, and consequently the mcet- 
'* ings in question have been held during the year under report in the 
Lucknow, Ilurdui, Oonao and Barabunkee distiicts. The results, I am 
“ happy to say, have been most encouraging, as the teachers now in general 

• “ vie with each other, in trying to make thcmslvcs, if possible, deserving 
*'and entitled to rewards at'tho future annual meetings to be held during 
“ the current year.

“ I am sorry howevdr to record thoLt^e district under t^e charge of one of * 
“ our most energetic officers Ifas consffierabljj reduoedon*thelatcre-dis\<ribu* 
••nionof bOupdarios*of‘districtsinQudh. So that t^e number of village 
■ schpola in this distvibt, at the, close of the last official year is only 38» 
“ against 49 at the end of thO wear * before the last. But to compensate the 
‘Ubss of these institutions, ^e Deputy . Inspectof has opened^ some 18 
*“ branches to his village institutions, and by this meanf the attendance has 
“increased during tJie year under review from 1969, to 2028; but the 
collectioli of feesha^ uiAi otdably fallen down frofii R8.461 to Rs. 378-5-6.

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** Thd aren^ number of pupils has iooreased this year from 4i0to 53 ; 
and the daily attendance from 26 to 87 boys per school, on an average. 
The progress made in studies by the students of these schools is by no 
means unsatisfactory, I think, during the year under report, as there are 
now 161 and 327 students in the I and II classes of these schools respeo* 
lively, against 109 and 304 at the close of the year before the last. The 
tahsil of Kursl having been latisly transferred from this to the Bara* 
bunkee district, there are only throe tahsfls left in this sillah, vis., 
Lucknow, Mohanlalganj and Malihabad, in the ftrst of which there ore 
14 schools and 570 scholars, in the second 18 schools OSSsoholors, and in 
the third 11 schools and 470 scholars. In thoso schools the averages of 
daily attendance and the percentages of llio same on the strength of the 
schools in question, being 30 and 77 ; 58 and 77 ; and 42 and 79 respec- 
tively, show that the schools in Malihabad tahsil are much bettor appre- 
ciated than in other tahsils. There being 14 branches in lahsil Mohan- 
lalgunj alone out of 18 village schools branehes in the whole dLstrict, 
the aventge daily attendance is necessarily high in that Ubsil. Out of 
the above 38 schools in the whole district, there arc only two, in which the 
daily average attendance is less than 15 Iwys each, of these one is in 
Jagobri, and one at lOirummow, where those averages are only 12 and 
8 respectively, but they arc of only two months standing ; and will soon 
improve. 

“ Bahroiilee, Salempoor, Ilchta, and Samesi are also not getting on as 
satisfactory as desired ; hut arc improving rather slowly owing to the 
antipathy shown by the indiistrial and lower classes of people to the 
educiition placed within their reach. All these 38 schools, including 18 
branches conucct(«l with them, are under the tuition of 30 certilicated 
masters, 20 probationary teachers and 17 pupil teachers ormonitors. The’ 
pay of the teachers of tlic first sort ranges between Rs. 0 and 1.0, of those . 
of the second between Rs. 3 .and 7, and of those of the third between Rs. 2 '

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** The last numbers contrast farourably nrith 64 schools and 2,647 
scholars, at the close of the year last reported on. The number of pi^ils 
per school on an average, the average daily attendance, and the percent- 
a^e of the same on the registered numbers, have all risen during the year 
tmder report from 39, 30, and 79, to 44, 38, and 82, respectively. The 
annual amount of fees collected per school on an average has however 
fhllen down from Ks. 10-2-1 to BiS. 7-10-7 owing to the high price of 
corn prevailing for a long time in the district. The village schools in the 
zillah under notice are I think well advanced as regards the progress 
made by the students in their studies, as there are now 257 and 472 pupils 
in thq first two classes, and 695 and 1,543 in the last two respectively. 

These schools, 65 in number, are under the tuition of 87 teachers, 64 
“ of whom aro certificated, 17 uncertificated, whose pay varies from Bs. 3 
** to Bs. 7 per mensem ; and 16 monitors or pupil teachers, who get from 
*' Bs. 2 to lls. 1-8 each per month. 

” Since these institutions have boon started in this district, they have 
remained, up to date, under the management of Munshi Amln-ud-din, 
who is an active and energetic officer, but a great advocate of high pay 
and emoluments for his subordinates. He has carefully avoided for a 
long time past the superintendence of the erection of village school 
houses. There is now one in progress under his care, and will 1 hope be 
well built. He is also fond of office formalities, and has consequently 
much office work to do.”

The village schools in this district are under the management 
of Munshi Hanumdn Fershdd, Deputy Inspector of Schools, who was 
transferred to this zillah in J uno 1867, while these schools were opened 
about the middle of the official year 1866^67.

** On my tour in this district I closed one school at Kachona as the 
“ people of that place, who for the most part were banyas trading in corn, 

** could not bo persuaded to avail themselves of the said institution, the 
“ knowledge of illegible Hindi being considered by them quite sufficient 
** for their childrens’ practical purposes. I was also not satisfied with the 
** schools at Kursat and Kuson, the former of which has been working 
amongst the Kurmis and the latter amongst the planters of betel 
** leaves. The first of these has been done away with after a fair trial has 
** been given to it; the 2nd is still at work with an average attendance of

In Seotapoor tho with Ira wals wore 927 to 1S39 admissions, attributed 
partly to tho closing, from w'ant of funds, of several schools and their 
branches, partly to the very prevahmt scaroity. “ The improvement 
"made by the respective schools during the year is,” tho Deputy 
Inspector adds, “in my humble judgment not discouraging.” IIo com- 
plains of the incapacity of many teachers, and thinks that to their 
negligence and want of tact should bo attributed much of tho apathy on 
tho iiart of tho pco 2 )lo of which tcachei*s arc given to complain.

** As to the feelings 'Of tlie people towards our schools, I must repeat 
what 1 said in my former reports, that on the whole they are not unlta*

** liked by the more advanced class of people ; I think it is the absence of 
“ any distinction in our scheme that gives them reason for any unwilling- 
" ness or complaint. Distinction is quite natural among the natives, and

department, to allow it in points of education, especially is an advantage.

Too poor to pay for the 
privilege of special education ; too proud to submit to the equality of 
our schools ; the respectable, poverty stricken “ Raiees” deserve sympathy. 
With a lofty literature of their own, they not unnaturally look down on 
what our village, and even our town schools can give them ; and to grap- 
ple at once with their poverty, their pride of intellect, anfl their pride of 
birth, wo must, to be successful, meet them half way.

" pUshments.’* What has been, may be ; and from this point of view it 
might seem expedient to concentrate our efforts on the education of boys, 
rather than to dissipate them on that of girls also. 

On the other hand, from a moral point of view, it may be said that 
the social condition of Athens is exactly that phase of society which, as 
regards young India, may be imminent, but against which a wise 
Government would do well to guard. 

“ Their society ” continues Mr. Grote, “ presented no charm nor i**®" i*** i®*- 
interest, which men accordingly sought for in the company of a class

The 
closin'^ of a school in the Lucknow district, and the amalfi^mation of 
schools in Eyzabad arc balanced by a rise in pupils from 116 and 65, to 
158 and 66, respectively, and by the opening of two new schools in 
Barabunkee, three in Hurdui, two in Soetapoor, and two in Baraich. 
In Sultanpoor one school has been closed and pupils have fallen from 
122 to 91. 

60. Tkc following details will bo read with interest : — 

Of the Eastern Circle, Mr. Thomson reports thus — 

“ At the close of last year there were two Government girls’ schools 

“ in Eyzabad, but during the year under report the number has boeh 

** reduced to one. In August the mistress of one school died, and as 1, 

*' could not get another suitable mistress I amalgamated tho two schools. 

“ Tho girls wore then taught by Bismillah Bogam, with ono of the ^ 

“ senior girls as monitor. • .

“ At this time there wore also two girls’ schools in Eyzabad managed 
“ by Mrs. Reuther of the Church Missionary Society. In December ■* 
“ that Jady wont to Europe and at the time of htjr departure proposed 
“ to make over her schools to this department. One of the mistresses 
** however refused to serve in a (Slovommont school, but the other, Soh^ra 
‘•’Begam, willingly joined tho department ; she is^ an. inCblligent womah 
* “ and not quite so much under the restrictfons of pandah os native ladies 
“ generally arc. As she is a^ good manager, / considered it desirable to 
“ put the ’other mis^tess under her ^ui^anco, and, s® I joined the tw® ’ 
“ schools.* * Thus of the four sohools^existing-at tbo closd of 1868-60,-, 
“ one, in many respects the best tfnd nwst . inte^ting, has been 
“ br^en up, and the other three fonned inhj one. There are 111 girlsop 
*• the register, and the attendance is very re^lat. Ifhore arq two adtltlrdwel 
“ and two monitqrp. The course of sti^ is siifl^ar to that of village 
schools, and there aref 16 girls inf the cljiss,* 24 in the 2n5, $3 In the « 

. ** 3td, and 89 in the 4tb. I have not yritmoen allowed'to inspect'this school, 

‘‘ but from the regularity of attendftj^ I dm inclined to bejiqye that the 

** girls are ’well tibght.^ f\ 
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** In Snltonpoor and its neigbourhood there are 5 schools* with 91 
** girls, and an average daily attendance of 74 per cent of the number 
registered. Last year there were 6 schools, but one of the teachers 
'* resigned, and 1 could not find a suitable person to fill his place. 
“ The teachers here are all men, and of course must be chosen with great 
** care. I inspected these schools in January and found that many of the 
** girls could read easy sentences, and some read easy narrative pieces 
“ fluently. 


There are also two schools in Sultanpoor district, one at Elatdwan, 
and one at Jagdispur. The history of the school fiX Kat4wan is I 
" think worth relating in detail. In December 1868, I got a letter 
“ from 10 or 12 of the zaminddrs of Katdwan saying that a school had 
** been established for the boys, where they were very well taught, but 
" that now the people wished to have one for the girls, and they also 
wished that a Brdhmani, by name Prydgi, should bo made mistress. 
“ Such a request from half a score of Bachgoti Bdjputs was something 
" altogether new to me ; I suspected there must bo some “ dodge” in it, 
“ so I wrote that in Pobruary I would be in Sultanpoor and would then 
“ ride out to Katdwan to examine the boys' school, and make arrange- 
“ ments' for the girls' school. I reached Sultanpoor during the Holi 
“ holidays when the schools were closed, so I did not go to Katdwan. 
** The people finding that I had not kept my promise, sent a letter to the 
“ Deputy Commissioner, asking him to assist them to get a girls’ school 
“ established. This letter was sent on to mo. As the people seemed to 
** be really in earnest I instructed the Deputy Inspector to establish the 
“* school under Prydgi and to look very carefully after it. He has always 
“ reported favourably of the progress of the girls and the conduct of the 
** mistress. On the 2nd February last I inspected the school myself. 
’_** The mistress withdrew from the room, but the girls made no objection 
“ to my vrisit. There were 17 present ; 13 reading the Hindi primer, and 
“ four reading easy Hindi stories. Those four girls read very well. I 
opened the book at random and asked the first girls to read Imlf a page, 
and then similarly with the other three afterwards ; I examined them 
very minutely on the meaning of words and scope of the lessons. The 
** qjuestions were answered with an accuracy and promptness that I have 
** nev^r seen sui^asscd by boys at the samq stage of progress. Of the oi h^r 
13,«some had nea)rly finished the Hindi primer, and some were only at 
** the letter^, but as far as tl}ey had gone they had been taught thoroughly.

” The leader in the girls' solii^ movefheut was Thdkur' Ajodhia 
’’ Siugh*, laipbarddr, but sevmral lam^ddrs and zamiad^rs seemed to be

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“ Two sohotds have been reoenUjr opened in Baraieh. Th^ 
** promised to do but as they hare been at work only two months, I 
“ can hardly say how the people will regard them.’* 

That in Sultanpoor inspection should have boon freely granted is a 
marked sign of progress. 

The spontaneous demand for a school in Katdwan, the earnest desire 
of the Baohgoti Riijputs for its establishment, and the results of the 
examination (whioh, to judge from tho reports of the Cominittoc of Council 
of Education, would bear favoumblo comparison with our English dame 
schools), are most encouraging. Thdkur Ajodhia Singh is deserving of 
great credit, and some special mark of appreciation might not bo out. of 
place. Of' the Baraieh girls’ schools Mr. Kavanagh reports “ Two 
“ were opened during the year by Bdbu Kail Ddss and Pandit Shoo 
“ Narayan Tiwdrl. At tho end of the year 21 girls attended, all very 
“ young and Mahomedans, the teachers themselves being of that sect.” 
The want of a trained teacher from the Lucknow female normal school, 
is, 8ays.Mr. Kavanagh, much felt. Tim report of tho Deputy Inspector 
is favourable. 

Tho Deputy Inspector of Fyzahad reports that several attempts wei*e 
made during the year to establish a female school at Tandah and Bhadursa, 
but that, though “ success was met with at first in each ease, it proved 
“ temporary owing to tho strong prtijudiccs of tho people.” 

61. As regards the Western Circle tho following are tho results. Of 
Lucknow, Mr. Quinton observes that female education is not neglected 
“ in tho city. Besides the La Martinierc girls’ school, which is for tho 
“ education of the daughters of Europeans and Eurasians, there are native 
“ girls’ and women’s schools as below ; — 1 Normal school, 1 Model school, 
" Mahomedan schools in the Ghowk, Niwdzganj, Pdtandllah and l^a kd 
“ Bazdr, jind Hindu ditto in Mukbulganj and'Fattohganj.”

The l^ucknow schools have been under the general supcriutondunc4> 

of Mrs. Massih, Mistress of the female Normal school. 

• * * * 

Munshi Durga Parslidd, Junior Inspector, reports as follows : — . 

“ We have made a fair progBca?, I think, in this direction also during 
“ jthe year under report. Therc,aro now 30 girls’ schools g,ttendcd ly 60p 
“ students, against 20 schools and 873 scholstrs lastyoar. In tho Lucknow 
“ diB|piot there aro»10 of these schools with 1% scholars ; 5 of thesp are 
« Ma.hQTnn i)ftn school^ at worh in Malihabad under the mabagement of the 
“ head teaolier there, 'and tho rcmainkig*5 arc Ilindu female schools, 2 of 
“ which are in operation in the city bf<da^cknow, under tho management of 
thftDeputy Inspector, one udder that of thd village ^atehcr at BakKs, one 
" under that of the teacher at Nagrdm, andMe is hold at OosljiiaQ^jf 
“ iind o T the tuition of a Poorohit there, ycannol^expresrf myself highly 
“ pleased with the ^itog^ess made iya one^ the two’sehooLitt Lucknow, 
“ and in those at Bakds, Na^rdm and.^haon^nj, >but considering the 
** comparatively little time the female^tudents can spare to study, aft^ 
'* performing the domestic duties Teanjed of them, the progress made in 

‘‘ studies nmy be deemed pi«tty feirtt flhink. • . * 
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At the ffBmald b<^oo 1 at Makbo^iaiiil and tlioseat Ifal^bad, I was 
** muck gratified at the mtelligence shewn by sdme of «the girls in reading 
and writing, and in some eases in sewing and knitting. Mrs. Davies 
visited these schools in Malihabad in Noveidber last, and expressed satis* 

** lii^on with the progress made by the girls atten^ng them.** 

“ In the Barabunkee district, there are 6 female schools with 86 »«•>»«»••• 

" scholars whose average daily attendance comes to about 52. One of the 
" above institutions, viz., the one at £&ndhupar, is a Hindd school with an 
'‘attendance of 10 students per diem ; they all learn the Ndgri characters, 

" and are mere beginners. The other schools that I have personally 
" examined out of the 6 above alluded to, are those at Eussouli, Kursi 
" and Bilsar, 3 girls in each of the two former could read Hakaikool Mou* 

" joodat andDidrah Ilm very fairly, but 1 was not satisfied with their writing, 

" to which their and their teaoher*s attention was directed. I requested 
" the talukddr of Russoull to try at his village one of the women trained 
“ at our female Normal school, Lucknow, and see whether she succeeds in 
" discharging.tho duties of a female school there, lie has consented to 
“ this proposal, and the experiment will bo made.” 

" Of the 4 female schools in zillah Seetapoor, tlirce are at work in Sortapoor. 

" Misrikh, in Mohullas Bumoopoor, £haki Seray, and Doulatpur. The 
“ fii'st of these was started by mo in December 1868, the 2nd in October of 
" that year by the tahslli school teachers of Misrikh, and the 3rd on the 
" 14th August last, through the same agency. They are under the tuition 
" of three respectable Brdhmanis, under the management of the head 
" teacher at Misrikh. The fourth is in operation at Edmkote, under the 
" tuition of the village school teacher at that locality. These schools are 
f‘ all attended by Hindd girls, whose average attendance during the 
“ year has been about 21 students per school per diem. They appear 
. " before the departmental officers to be examined, and have made a fair 
" progh £2 in reading and writing Ndgri. As the female mistrosscs at 
" Mii^kh know but little of our school system and the subjects taught 
under it, besides reading and writing, the head teacher at Misrikh, has 
" of jiis own free win,^ undertaken* the work of instructing those women 
" who ore expected id time to turn out efficient and useful teachers.

fore I wotdd be authorized by you to try the experiment of the systematio 
extension of female education in this district, and I hHaU feel 


That female schools should bo finding their way at once into Maho- 
medan towns like Malihabad, and into the centres of Hindd onthusiaam 
like hOsrikb, is most encouraging. That in Ilurdui little girls liave begun 
to accompany their brothers to Uio village schools, and tliat the interest 
of the neighbouring landowners is keen, are fixets of special significance. 

Prom the reports of Deputy Inspectors 1 give the following 
extracts : — 

** There are now 6 girls* schools under my charge. The largest, at 
•• Malihabad with 4 branches, is attended by Mahomedan girls only. 

The remaining ore all Hindd schools ; 2 of them in the city, and the 
*' rest in the district. Four schools haro now female teaohera, against 
** 2 last year. The Malihabad school has made a remarkable progress 
'* both in number and studies. The Mukbulganj school in the city is 
" also a fair specimen of Hindd girls' schools, with a class of a 
dozen girls who have read * Yidian Koor,’ can write easy letters, and 
" in addition to all the needle work of a Hindd lady, can make Oxoellont 
" stockings also. Altogether, out of lUD girls under instruotion in the 
“ district, there are 31 who are above class 3rd of the village school ourri- 
culum, and have already received that amount of instruction which can 
" them to go on with their studies without the assistance of any* 

one else. Two more schools have only this month been started at Mall , 
“ and Mow. They have yet got some 15 girls, and I hope to give a good 
“ account of them next year. girls inall these schools generally belong 

“ to the same class of people to whom our boys in village Hchooljt]ji«!8hg. 

“ We should I think neither expect nor dosirp a vpry large numbei; of 
“ native girls collected for instruction in one place. If funds be available, ’ 
“ I thinV it is now easy enough t6 do something towards extending edu- 
“ cation among families in Malihabad through the agency of some of , 
« those girls who have already ^ado some advancement, and* whose 
“ parents will not mind to let thpm go and teach in the neighbourhood. 

•* Good books, with well selected moral and religious'talM and precepts* 

“ to local and social usages and wants of each* district tind class, 

« will alone Tnnlfn hook reading a healthy and interesting employment. to 
“ a native female. ' . • • , * *

** Out of the abore 86 girls, four havo finished * nakaik<dl>muj<ldat * and 
*' * GtUdustahd-Tehzib, * can write from dictation pretty fairly, and have 
"made a bogining in Arithmetic; 7 have finished *l>aira Ilm* and 
“ ' Insha-iniLrdli, * and oopy'their lessons on tafchtfs, and know how to 
" read and write figures. They havo also learnt a portion of ‘ Hakdik-fil* 

** * mujfiddt. * 

" The girls attending the female schools, are generally the daughters 
" of the rei^)eotable persons in the villages, and most of them arc relations 
" of seminddes and cultivators. 

" The want of female teachers is sadly felt, and it is doubtful whe* 

" ther the teaohers brought up in the Lucknow Female Normal school 
" will be successful here. At present all the six schools are under the 
"charge of the old Moulvfs, with one exception, where a Pandit is 
" appointed, who is assisted by his niece at Tekra and Kdrsi ; a beginning 
has been made to teach some needlework, and some girls can now sew 
" angurkbat** and *'topie8. **

The Deputy Inspector urges the opening of a female school at Bara- 
bunkee on a larger scale, with a trained teacher from the Lucknow Nor< 
mdlCVi|ipol, who might also act as inspectress in the neighbouring female 
sol^jools. The subject is under separate consideration.

" books for female education are not yet procured fl} make our pupils 
** proficient; Ihavp, however, succeeded In opening a Female Normal 
<< school at Hisrikh^^to hMun up fhe mistresses already ompjoyed, and 
"am giad to report thap thfe^hSeful institution promises to, do very 
",well« I quote* a,, few lines from the Commissioner’s remturks in the 
* book of these schools, who* says : — ' I visited the Jfiunnopoor, 

" * and the t^o othea* girls* l^^ools on the llth November 1869. ^ere 
" * ia noticing in the progmss these schools have* fnade ^ excite any 
" * great admiradoir. But'I w^ very muqjh pleased to see thfit in spite 
" ' of jhe many diffioai^es which )i^d in the way of all girls* schools, no 
" * less thu’ 90 girls have been whose parents enter their niMnef on 

" * the roils ; pf these Tfil’wercT in attendance at tiie time of my visits,, and. 
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** * toanj of thtua oan read and write a little. The great want for eone time 
** ' to come ia likely to be qoalifled female teachers.' Mrs. Davies ms also 
" pleased to honour these schools with her kind visits in Ifovenber last. 
“ The statement in the margin will folly exhibit the general state of 4 
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the scarcity of food, and several of the girls being married, and in conse- 
“ quenco they have been compelled to join their fotbers-in-law Ihmily.” 


It is to be regretted that no further details have been roocivod from 
Ilurdai, where the old Deputy Inspoctor had been discharged, and the 
new one but recently arrived. 

62. Enough has been shown to prove that though but a beginning 
has been made, this beginning is far from discouraging ; anticipated diffi- 
culties of almost every kind have been proved not to be insuperable. 
What is now wanted is to go on with what has been so well begun. 

On this interesting subject I bog, with the permission of Ohiof Com- 
missioner, to append two communioations just received. There should be 
no better authority in Oudh, than that of Mr. Thomson, and Mahomed 
Ibrahim Khdn, the entorprisiDg head master of the Malihabad school. 
Mr. Thomson writes thus : — 


" Shortly after 1 was appointed Inspector I opened eight ^rls*. ^ailhols, 
" vie., two in Fyzabad and six in Sultanpoor, and its immediate neight^ur- 
hood. These were established experimentally with a view to determine' 
" ing the following questions, first whatds the real feeling of the people in 
" regard to female education, and second supposing the feeling to be faVor- 
“ able or not very hostile, what machinery will be required to carry on 
“ efficiently the education of girls of all classes tliroughout tho county. 
“ Th*e girls in the Fyzabad schools were of respectable fomilios aud pofdah 
“naehitu, those at .Sultanpoor were mosliy of jkhc aitizan and cultivator 
" cli^s. There Were also two schools in Fyzabad established by 1^. 

Beuthotiof the Church Missionary ^ooiety, and«ided by Gevomment. 
" Onb of chose was attended by fomadog^f tjbe higbeshrank, mbmb^rs of the 
late royal fomily ; tbe other was attend^ by girl8r,of good family, pardah 
naehintm There are two scho<Nlq in Baraich attenlled by girls of the 
« middlft and artizap class, and there is tbe seho61 at ilEfatdwaii ncar^uil^ 
*' poor attended by tbe daughters of Bachgoti Bi^ puts. These detdla will 
“ show, I that all classes of tlfo commuipty 1bav6 been &My tried." ’ 

" Now as to the result; the feeling of the men is indifference, there 
** may be instances of strong hostUifyf though I have not seek any snob, 
but then then ate instances of a very akoug desire fm; female education. 
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** I need only allude to the case of the Tbdkurs of Slatdwan mentioned in 
** my annual report. One of the teachers in Mrs. Beuther’s school who 
** belonged to the Seiod family of Bhudrissa, about 10 miles from Fyzahad, 
** was frequently asked by the people to come home and establish a girls* 
** school in her native town rather than remain in Fyzabad. As girls do 
** not take service, no pecuniary advantage is to be derived from teaching 
** them. But the people have confidence in this department and are in no 
** way afraid to lot their daughters attend school. Among the women thom- 
** selves there is a strong desire to learn. They have not only the inquisi* 
** tiveness inherent in human nature, but also a desire to understand what 
** they hear the men talking about, and a longing for something to break 
** the ennui of zanand life. As a consequence every achool that has been 
** opened has at once had a fair number of pupils who have attended regu* 
** larly and worked diligently. So far as 1 hnow, the results obtained in 
** the Western Circle have been the same as those I have just described. 
** These results have been obtained without exception, and in all classes of 
** society, and I therefore infer that similar success could bo obtained in 
** every part of the province. For there ha« been no disturbing factor in 
** this experiment. Darbdrs, Khillats, and Tdmashds have sometimes been 
used to create or quicken a desire for cducatiou which proved ephemeral. 
** But these have had no place in Oudh. None but the officers of this 
** department have taken any notice of these schools, and it is very well 
** known we have nothing to give but knowledge. The hope of the hdkim’s 
** favour could have had no influence. 

Wo have had no difficulty with the girls or their parents but we 
have had serious difficulties with the teachers. In some schools the 
. ** teachers are men, pretty well advanced in years and thcrofordsnot very 
** energetic. The women teachers have always been diligent l^t they 
** are seldom sufficiently educated themselves, and they know nothing 
** abouL, ‘^anising or managing a school. They require a great d^l of 
** guiding and onooui;agin^> which iii is impossible for any one but a lady 
to give. As the schools arc mauaged at present, there is ibdegr<^ of 
uncertainty that renders it in my opinion undesirable to increase tmoir 
number. Whenever a new teacher is appointed, I get four or five 
** anonymous letters, stating thatsho is a yvoman of disreputable charaoter 
*' and s6 forth. Hitherto these charge^ have been altogether untrye ; 

and when Mrs. Beiither was here, I got her to examine the school^ »nd 
** moke subh inquifics as satisfied me that the letters jyere due simply) to 
*' malice. Butdf 1 were to establish a schoql now 1 m%ht be misle^iyto 
<**appointifig a disrdpatablp womap, and a,oonsidevable sum. of money 
** might be spent in ^in^ mischief before the real circomstandbs of ^e 
** oase^wore discovered. ' Ah inspectress who could thoroughly, dxapilne 
pandi da tes before appointing them would not be likely to make sucB a 
** j]&sta^, or if she ‘did, sh'e would soon find it out an^ rectify It.' 

Tt vldlLbe und^stoo^ froth this, I trust, that I do hot un^er-estimpte 
the diffic/ulties to he overcbme in establishing effiment girls' schools. 1 I 
« know th^^ are great. But. they are, if 1 may so express it, in ^he 
** department, not in the‘'people,pand so the remedy is in our own hanlhi. 
«( x am oorndd^t that by^Judghaen^ patience, and hard work, th^ can Ibe 
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B^niirki of Mahomed

" temoTod. Itt my hambl« opinion the most important point is to do the 
“ woilrthoroaghly as far as it is done. Experience has tanght me *tbat 
*' wherever the pupils are well taught, be they boys or girls, their number 
will increase. If a beginning is made with 50 or 60 Government soj^ools 
“ I believe they could be put into really good order within three years, 
" and when a sound foundation has been laid, tho superstructure can be 
“raised as fast as funds will permit.” 0 

The following translation of some very practical remarks from 
the pen of Mobamed Ibrahim, Head Master of Malihabad, aro of peculiar 
interest, as coming from a native who clearly knows what he is about. 

“ The stability of fomalo education depends upon tho correctness 
“ and efficiency of the system on which teachers are employed. To ex* 
“ pedito the extension of female education, it is necessary that the girls 
“ who have attained a degree of learning should bo induced to go to 
“ private houses and teach grown up girls and matrons, and like monitors 
“ be paid a salary from Bs. 2 to 4 a month.

** Male students should be induced to teach tho girls belonging to 
“ their own families, and prizes offered for profloionoy to the girls, and 
“ for zeal to the boys. Female attendants of girls should also he 
** taught in order that they may teach the beginners living at a distance 
“ from the school. The levying of subscriptions should bo deferred for 
“ the present, and tuition fees should not be imposed on female students ; 
“because people arc averse to paying any subscription, and though 
“ daring this year Its. 20 have been paid to the teachers by the friends 
“ of tho students on different occasions, yet no one agreed to pay any 
“ subscription or even a donation. Moreover subscriptions and dona- 
“tionscau only be raised by means of public meetings, and in such ^ 
“assemblies people do notliko that any mention of the females should be 
“ made ; and therefore no assembly can be convened for the purpose of 
“ raising a subscription or donation, especially for the purpose of s^^t^ing 
“ them iib female education. It is difficult to raise ^oney for^mala^du- 
“cation in small and impoverished towns, and outsiders will not joiu 
“ the subscribers, knowing that females, from neighbouring villages will 
*“ not come to attend tho scliool. OoVeenmont succeeSed butvery graddally^ 
“ and slowly in raising subscriptiQns for even boys’ schools ta which 
“ no objection could be raised, and it is impossible to expect any ai^ tor 
“Veibale schools immediately on their first * introduction! Governipenb 
“ought therefore Ip be liberal in this respect. , * * 

“ At 4 >resent' old men tare employed in teaching girls, but tfiis is ^ 
“ owing ta want of female teaqjbers. • Tlie gir^ afe 'growing ‘up, and 'it 
“ is not *the intention- only to teheb* them mere Veading and w/iting < 
“ but also and chiefly to tratn them for their 'society, to rofino their 
manners and speech and to inculcate in them tl^e rules of social 
“quette* and modesty, qualities which woufd njake an acoomplishod 
“woman. These* advantages cannot be derived* from boxing^ male 
“ teachers 'for tho education of girlp. Mo^eftver Tthe girls! have now 
“grownup, and ought according to custom to live in* seclusion from 
“ rnglft sooipty. Hence without the effiploymeivt pf female l^obers such 
“ gida will to attend the sohoof, and the result of all 'die efforts 
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** made to educate them will prove a failure. The rural population of 
** thebe towns and villages do not like to have female teachers firom 
**the Normal schools at Lucknow and other cities. A'Jfckear’ of 
** th^ir good conduct will not satisfy the country people, for according to 
** their notion a female of real modesty and chastity will not suffer to 
" have any remarks) good or had, made on her conduct ; moreover the 
** dress of urban females and their manners and thoughts are quite 
** different from those of the country females, and are pompous, luxurious 
“ and expensive, and the parents of country girls, who are simple in their 
dress and manners, will rather see their daughters die than suffer to 
“ see their children imbibe the habits of their urban teachers. It is 
** necessary therefore to establish a Normal school at Maliljabad and to 
appoint if not more, at least 6 scholarships for the purpose. A report 
“ has been made to the Director of Public Instruction on the subject. 

** To prevent evils whidh are incident in the maintenance of female 
" schools it is necessary to devote great attention to the opinions of the 
“ public in regard to each school at different stages of its progress. The 
“ chief point for consideration is that the older a school is, the more should 
*' be the attainments of its female students, else it will be quoted by the 
'* people as an instance to show that females are not capable of intellectual 
improvement. In the North Western Provinces great efforts were made 
towards the establishment of female schools, and they appeared in the 
“ beginning to promise w6ll. But no great attention was paid to the real 
attainments of the female students, but only to the number of attend* 
“ ants, and the result was that the schools could not bo maintained. 
V Some visitors from Meerut who were lately putting up at Malihabad relat- 
“ ed a similar account of tiie female schools at Meerut, and their statement 
' ** produced a great effect in the minds of the Malihabad population, and it 
" was with great difficulty that I succeeded at last in changing their un* 
favorable opinions. It is clear that the Ndgri is much easier of acquisi- 
“tion tl&n the Urdu. A particular standard of attainment, •which in 
Nigri can be roac'hed,'say, in the course of a year, will not bo reached 
"in Urdu before the lapse of 2 or 3. years. Consequently the Ndgri 
" schools should be 2 er 3 times more advanced than the Urdu, and where 
this ratio is not kept up, it is to be concluded that there is some defect in 
“ the course of education. I proposed' this year to prepare a comparative 
" statem.edt of the duration and attainments of the schools and circulate 
" it for the^ informajiion of tbe^ school masters. This plan would have 
" created a spirit of emulation and induced them to remove all obstacles 
"to* improvement and^ to double their excisions ; but no repKes to refe* 
".renoes were receivq^, and the plan ipmaindd unaccomplished. < 

"jThere should be an anaual (ixamination of students and.8ohclarships 
founded for Ist, 2ild, and 3rd degrees as follows : — ' 
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*' Some time ago Mn. Baries examined the girls at MinagaaJ, and 
“was pleased to witness their attainments in reading, writing, sewing/ Ao., 
“ Her visit imparted a dignity and honour to the institution ; the girls pre- 
“ sented for examination were 80 in number and selected from all . the 
** 6 schools. 

“ Doolies ought to he provided for, as tlie girls who have now grown up 
“ will not appear in public nor walk to the school, and such as live at a 
“ distance will cease to attend for want of " Pardah,** and some have alo 
“ ready ceased to attend on this account. One dooly will coat 8 Us. a 
*’ month, and should be kept at each school for the present until more are 
** required. The study of Arithmetic by tho girls is at present unpopular 
** and has therefore not been insisted on. 

Want ofbuiidiagt. « At present there are no buildings provided for female schools, and a 

“ suitable building at a rent of 8 annas a month cannot bo procured. The 
“ rent should be increased, or buildings provided for tho purpose." 

If female education bo a hobby, it is not an unpleasant ouo to ride. 
The above extracts show that no barren field is opening and that the most 
'' cautious may be sanguine of ultimate success. But, like other tempting 

schemes, it must bo paid for, and the real problem is, by whom shall its 
expense bo paid, the isolated groups who want it, the benevolent, or the 
general tax-paying public as represented by tho State ? I hazard the con- 
clusion that, as regards Oudh at any rate, Qovornmont may give profitably 
the small assistance asked for, and, to bo consistent, should give it at once. 
From this source the scheme in its infancy will be kept alive. The oess 
can legitimately, but not I think expediently, be diverted to female schools.' 
In primary village education the girls seem likely soon to share in the 
schools provided for the boys. Higher teaching is in reality, like English, 
a luxury, and should in time support itself. Like English, it must bo 
started under the auspice!*, and with tho assistance of the State. .

** they once had to obtain instruction for their boys ; (8) that the higher 
** classes, especially Mahomedans, object to female education and will not 
" suffer their own wires and daughters to receire instruction, but so long 
** as this is not asked, they care nothing wbaterer, what other people do 
“ in the matter. 

** In erery other Frorince in India largo sums are spent on girls'

Jail Sehoolt. 

65. In the Central Prison, Lucknow, 23 prisoners were discharged 
who had learned to read, and write, and work sums in th«! first four rules. 
The numbers under instruction have however fallen from Hi in 18C7, 
and 78 last year, to 56. The attention of the Supcrintcndcmt was in 
February called to this falling off. The average daily attendance has 
also fallen from 63 to 63'29. The school in tho district jail has not 
yet come under departmental inspection. 

Beturns show that the Sultanpoor Jail School has fallen from 14 to 
12, but no report has come to hand.

Mrs. Mnssih represents that more pupils wish for admittance and 
that an additional teacher is required, and urges that " as Government ‘ 
desire that the female pupil hiachers should remain in the school for 
“ two years, it would be well if Government gave more than Rs. 4 to.4ho 
“ pupils on their finishing the first year’s course.” The results* of the 
annual examination licld in April, arc reported *by Mrs. Massih, as very, 
satisfactory. “ Most of the pupils obtained more than S-djths of the total 
“ marks, some 3>4ths, and some less'than half. All the pupil teachers have 
passed their examination, after \Aich some eight got teacherships in the' 
“ city of Lucknow, and others arc h>ady to go to other districts.” < 

• • * 

The most qualified judges as to the B^ato of *this school are those 
ladiq^ who have bcon kind enough to visit'it. Their testimony, as> shown 
by tho visitors’ book,, is grati^ing. 

70. ’It has already been seed ^t. there isw small' dcipand fdv 
trained te/ichers. Their suitable location is*hdwcvcr a matter of anxious 
consideration. 

It is aptly remarked by Mrs. Massih that ” A^it is the first instance 
” that female teachers uro about to* be sent to thb district schools T wish. 

'* that every suitable provision be made for them, it is not safe to leave 
” the schools to these teachers.” ” If n| other arrangement c^ be made,’*, 
she adds, *' I undertake to superintendithem do the oitji; schools 
"provided Government makes some provisiop for me.” * 
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Mr. Handford in January wrote thus : — ** Unless money for the snp« 
** port of the new schools is sanctioned there will be some difficulty iu 
** providing employment for these women, and as a consequence the 
*• difficulties in inducing respectable persons to come forward to ^ train- 
** ed will be increased.” 

The fact seems to be that, until the scheme for more female schools 
be sanctioned, the supply of trained female teachers actually exceeds the 
demand, and the very success of the female Normal school has led to 
some difficulty in suitably providing for its passed pupils. 

In reply to the question whether in the eastern circle, there might 
not be room for some of these passed teachers, Mr. Thomson writes : — 

** I cannot recommend sending the female Normal school students 
** over hero ; at present we have no means of looking after them or 
*' helping them to work, and the difficulties a woman in a strange town 
** would have in discharging such novel duties would bo immense.” 

** The Normal School was established as part of a system. It was 
expected that by the time the teachers wore trained Inspectorships 
** would be sanctioned to direct and assist them. If the schools arc esta- 
** blished without efficient guidance, ». c. without a thoroughly trustworthy 
*' Superintendent who can inspect them at any time she chooses, we shall 
*' have a break down. In my opinion the best thing that can be done in 
** the event of funds being still withheld is to close the Normal School, 
** to appoint all the students to schools in Lucknow and its neighbour- 
** hood, with Mrs. Massih for Superintendent. There will then be no 
** sham. If but little is done it will be real and honest.” 

Mr. Thomson concludes thus hopefully on the general question : — 
** I may say that all we now want is a reasonable grant of money ; after 
** thg. ^ years’ experiment there is no dOubt but that we can establish 
** a system of female schools’ os efficient and as popular as the boysi schools. 
** A ‘special machinery however is required and without it very little can 
** be done.”

From these two statements it may be gathered that, whilst daring 
the year there has been a considerable increase in schools, pupils, and 
expenditure, generally, the increase in every particular has been most 
marked in schools of the lower class. In the higher class schools thcro 
has been a slight decrease, middle class schools arc in number the same, 
but have increased in average number of pupils, in daily attendance, and 
in cost. As regards female schools, increase of cost has not boon followed 
by increased numbers.

« When founded in 1864i, this institution comprised merely wi English Ottpmu^. 

" School and an Oriental Department. A College Department was added 
" after afiBiliation in Arts with the Calcutta University in 1887. During 
** the year under review, its organization has been further developed by 
“ the establishment of a preparatory school, and, consequent upon affilia* 

** tion in Law, by the addition of a Law Department. So that what is ' 

“ now popularly known as Canning College embraces five departments, 

“ viz., the College Proper, a Law Department, an English School, a Pre- 
** paratory School and an Oriental Department. 

" The work of each department and its present condition may briefly 
” be stated as follows : — 

“ In the College proper, all the students have matriculated at the p”***'‘ 

“ Calcutta University and are studying for the I’irst Arts examination 
and the B. A. degree.

of “ The ftritiiiftl examinatioif took plaoe/n Dicembor and J anu^ ry. The 

“ Kujtdhid, Syad Banda Hosein, after Visiting th^ oriental department 
“ fovottnd me with a deh^ied aoooont of tlie Attainments .of each* Persian 
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and Arabic stndent, and reported that he found all of them dcarous of 
acquiring knowledge and diligent in their studies. In Moulvi Ali 
Naki’s class, 10 passed their examination most creditably, and the Mnj« 
tdhid was particularly pleased with the learning and ability of Mirza 
Sujjdd Ali who is declared to have passed the ** first grade examination 
in Arabic better than any one hitherto has done;’* similarly in Moulvi 
Fazla Allah’s class 10 painstaking students are commended. This class 
reads the highest Arabic books. In Persian, Moulvi Zahirudin’s pupils 
passed a good examination, and the same is reported of the Junior 
Persian class. 

“ The Professor of Sanskrit (to whom, with the Arabic Professor, I am

“is to he attributed. I® rfdditioil to hn^ordinary wprk, Mr. White 
“ as Principal for six months/mdshewt handed and.in tho face of 

“ great difficulties, succeeded in prcservipg tbc ihAitution in its efficiency. 
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** My acknowledgments are also particularly due to Mr. Evans, who for 
half the year taught theEntrance class, history, geography, and matbe* 
**matic8 ; to B/ibu Bdjkumdr for the groat progress made by the Sanskrit 
•• classes, and for the assistance rendered during my absence in preparing 
*' the college classes in history ; to Mr. Syad Hosein, not one of whose

** Several important changes in the staff of the college have to l>e 
** recorded. By the appointment of Mr. Oall, M. A., of Aberdeen, and

** being extremely useful, being both an experienced teacher and a scholar. 
“ Mr. Evans, B. A., of Calcutta joined in July and successfully carried on

“ from the desertioi^ of the pupils for other schools, although- u|K>n the 
“ whole the condition ctf the hraneb schools is .rath<jr hettc/ t|han at thc» 
" beginning of the year. Idia^e been yfery yiuch discouraged pn account 
“ of the quite prevalent dispositaon of ikd hoys to forsake, our schools 
"for other places of instruction in the c|ty. *l^e reasons fdr.this are 
"various. Inasmuch the children of th 9 wealthy classes are main* 
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**l 7 found in attendance at Canning College, the few representatiTes of 
*' that class still found in our school are naturally desirous of attending 
“school where they will associate with persons of’ their own position in 
“society, while many promising and ambitious boys from the poorer 
“ classes, desirous of associating with those above them, seek to accom* 

“ plish their purpose by attending schools where such persons particularly 
“ attend. Many of the parents also are of opinion that all who attend 
“ the Canning Collego> school are necessarily collegians, and are hence 
“ ambitious of sending their children there, though fitted only for the 
** very lowest classes of the primary department. In addition to tin's, 

“ the unfortunate failure of the entrance class of the Hoseinabad sciiool 
“ for 1869 has filled the students with fear that such will be the fate of 
“ all who attempt matriculation from this school. Tlie extreme poverty 
“ of the majority of the students now in our schools militates very much 
“ against their progress. It may be thought by some that those who 
“ cannot or will not purchase the simple books, required for even the vema- 
“ cular course should be excluded from schools. But this is the very 
“ class most in need of elementary educat ion, and such pupils arc retained 
“ though at the expense of lessening the average standard of scliolarship 
“ in the schools. Liberal scholarships are provided, prizes awarded and

Tho Mission schools would ho thinks ho moro successful and more 
popular, wore less exclusive attention paid to English which the pupils 
have not time to acquire thoroughly, and by better grounding in the ver- 
nacular. 

Tho Junior Inspector writes, “the four American Mission branch 
“ schools under my inspection, viz. those of Sadr Eazdr, Kashmiri Mohul- 
“ la, Hoseinganj and Saddatganj are getting on fairly, and are 1 think 
“ useful institutions to create a desire for tho study of English in remote 
“ parts of the city.” 

81. Of thq Eoy Bareilly school Mr. Thomson reports thus : — 

“ The school of the American Methodist Mission contains 103 boys 
“ with a good average attendance of 86 per cent. Tlio fees for the year 
“ have amounted to Rs. 123-7-6. In previous years tho Miasionarios tried

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The opening of the Central school has been followed by a total 
increase in pupils from 427 to 666. 

It and the school in Victoria Street have attracted the largest number 
of pupils. As was to bo expected, those in the Eanlkatra and Nakbds 
ka Pdl schools have somewhat fallen away. 

Mr. Weber reports as follows : — 

“ The central school in Rdja kd Bazdr was opened in October ; and of Mr. WoW. 

** the school has been removed in to it, excepting the lowest clas.scs that are

Evening School. 

94. This interesting institution, the olyeet of which is to supply 
means of evening instruction for those whose day is taken up in earning 
their daily bread, was favourably noticed by the Chief Commissioner at the 
distribution of prizes at the Canning College. Bearing in mind tlie pe- 
culiar circumstances of the students, it is not surprising that the Ilcad 
Master writes : — “ I am sorry to say that I cannot make a fiivourable re- 
“ port of the strength in the school. In July 1807, it commenced with 
“ 115 names, •wliich number was brought down to 93 in March 1808. 
” When the school came under my charge in J une of the same year it 

counted 82 names, and till March 1809 the number wavered between 
“ 85 and 80. But this year closes with only 62. This is certainly a sign 
“ of the decline of the school, but considering the high price of grain, I 
“am led to believe that many have been forced by their straitened cir- 
“ cumstances to leave us. The charm of novelty has also worn oil', and 
“ the rich folks, who had enrolled themselves for curiosity arc gone. The 
“percentage of average attendance has risen to COOL The cost per 
• “ pupil has fallen considerably.” 

The organization is thus described. “ It, as in the preceding year, 
“ consists of four classes, all of which are in ancfliciont order, and under a 
“ prpper management an^ an adequate supervision. The first class pupils 
*“ are reading for the matriculation examination of the Calcutta University 
“ of the current year, and all of them arc trying their best and struggling

The Head Master appeals to the fact that several of the students 
have gained employment during the year, as showing that tho school has 
made itself useful by enabling growmup pupils to make English a 
means of livelihood. 

“ It has,” ho adds, “done much good to tho grown»up and groy haired 
“ people of Lucknow, and will do much more if placed on a permanent 
” basis. It is a refreshing sight to sco aged men toiling their way through 
“ elementary books and learning in one year what boys in day schools 
“ do in three.” The interest shown and assistance given by Babd Bdm 
Chandar Sen is cordially acknowledged. 

During the year three elementary English schools were started from 
motives of philanthropy by pupils of tho Canning College and Church 
Mission School. One, in Kashmiri Mohalla, unfortunately failed from 
lack of funds ; one has been taken over by tho Church Missionary So« 
cicty ; and one, which is described as the Lucknow Hindu School, is doing 
well. The cifort docs these yojang men honour, and is one of tho most 
encouraging signs of tho spread of education. •

108. From the La Martiniere girls’ school I have been flavored with u Uaxtiiden gitii> lehooi 
no report, but the ladies who take an interest in the institution say that 

it is working well. 

109. Of the Church Mission girls* schools in .Lucknow, the Eevd. Church Minion girw 
Mr. Fuchs reports that of the Bdja-ka bazdr under Miriam Begam to be 

the best. On the whole no real progress has been perceptible, and the 
“work of female education has not increased.” During the absence 
through ill health of Mrs. Fuchs, in whom these schools found a kind 
and energetic friend, the superintendence has been kindly undertaken by 
Miss Hamilton in addition to her own sphere of labour in the zendnds of 
the city. 

110. Of the American Mission girls’ schools the B.evd. Mr. gciwuirLcknow? 
Messmoro speaks as follows : — 


“ Our zendnd schools have been very much disturbed and reduced 
“ in numbers in consequence of the conversion to Christianity of some 
“ persons connected with them. These difficulties have not yet passed 
“ away, but the fact that the schools are kept up against the immense 
“ pressure brought to bear against them is in itself a triumph. In both 
“ the zendnd schools Ifrdii only is taught. Two Hindd girls’ schools have 
“ been opened during the year. These differ from the zendnd schools in 
“ this, that doolis are not provided for the pupils, who meeting only those 
“ of their own class in their own mohullah are not afraid to come to 
school. Those schools arc taught by men and arc managed with but 
“ little expense. We hope soon to increase the number of such schools, 
* “ and under the constant supervision of the ladies of the Mission there is 
“ reason to anticipate substantial progress. The girls attending these 
“ schools are mostly under 12 years of age, some are reading the second

of education in these places, although it is just in them that it is most 
needed and can be most economically supplied. They are the most fitting 
centres in which to plant village schools ; and the cess of small surround* 
ing villages should bo concentrated on them, instead of dissipating their 
cess over small and scattered villages. Of those mauzahs whose total 
population runs from 1000 to 5000, the number of boys of a school-going

The same number of boys, spread over villages of only 200 inhabitants 
apiece, (there are 8243 such villages in OudJi), would have to be drawn 
respectively from 6, 10, 15, 20, and 26 villages. That concentration 
would effect a great saving of teaching power is clear. Starting as ordi- 
nary village schools, such institutions would gradually attract small, but 
wide-spreading and increasing fees. Local subscriptions might in timp 
be raised, and eventually a claim to a grant-in-aid made good. Meantime, 
the wants of the respectable classes, who desire more than the villogo 
school can give, might be advantageously and fairly mot by a small speci- 
fic grant-in-aid commensurate with their own contribution towards the 
salary of a special teacher. A scholarship of Bs. 4 per monseni might 
link them with the higher schools. By tho reverse "process of nogledting, 
townships for scattered village schools there is apt to be not merely an 
unnecessary expenditure of force, but a needles^ linaitation of the condi- 
tions of success. Tlio repeated orders of Govehiment to the effect that’ 
the cess must be ezclusivoly speni on agricultural village soboofs, nped 
»ot4)e violated. The mass of those townships are agrioaltural, add the 
majority are really ** villages" in the edupationd senap. To aWnden 
td%he grant-in-aid ’system alone, is to stifle them at their birUi. > It is 
not that too many village schools have been e8tablishod^ but that ii^ore 
school 5or townships are absolutely* ne^ed.* Of ^what bp been done 
each sufbeessive report has been a faithful ^record.

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In para. 42 of the Despatch of 1864, it is suggested that the pupils 
(of the schools of every district) “ might bo encouraged by scholarships 
“ being instituted at other institutions which would be tenable as re> 
wards of merit by the best of their number.” 

By para. 65 : — “ Tlie foundation or assistance in the foundation of 
*' scholarships for candidates from lower schools will also be a proper 
object for the application of granta in aid.’* 

By para. 63 : — The system of free and stipendiary scholarships, ...a 
*’ connecting link between the different grades of educational institutions, 
“ will require some extension in carrying out our plans. We wish to 
“ sec the object proposed by Lord Auckland in 1839, of connecting 
“ the zillah schools <rith the Central Colleges. ..by scholarships,., more 
” fully carried out; and also that the same system may be adopted with 
“ regard to schools of a lower description, and that the best pupils of the 
“ inferior schools shall be provided for by means of scholarships in 
“ schools of a higher order, so that superior talent in every class may 
" receive that encouragement and development which it deserves. We 
“ think it desirable that this system of scholarships should bo carried 
“ out not only in connection with those places of education which arc 
“ under the immediate superintendence of the State, but in all educational 
“ inatitutiona which will now bo brought under our general system.” 

In his Bespatoh of 7th April 1859, the Secretary of State, Lord Stanley, 
declared in para. 12 : — “ It was provided by the scheme of 1851, that 
“ below the Colleges there should be classes of schools in regular grada- 
tion which should be placed in connection with the Colleges and with 
” each other by means of scholarships to be held in the superior insti- 
‘“tutions by pupils gaining them at the schools immediately below 
“ them.” 

In Bengal a system of scholarships for vernacular schools in each 
distript at a cost of Rs. 800 per mensem, was approved as “ a commence- 
ment” in 1856. In 1867, there were 460 vernacular scholarships, 
costing Government Rs. 28,000 annually^

118. The Chief Commissioner's Circular* directing that lists of 
pupils who have passed the highest class examinations should be kept 
up, with a view to assisting officers in their selection of suitable subordi- 
nates, though issued after the close of the year under review, may be 
appropriately noticed. It is already bearing fruit, and two young men 
have been sent- from the Canning College in answer to applications 
from District and Settlement Officers. 

VIII. — English Lanqtjagb in Indian Education.

tempted into founding Sanskrit tcachcrships and exhibitions, in a series 
from our village schools right up to tho Canning College. 

As re^rds Mahoraodans it may bo feared that we have not done 
to out trhooi*. enough to meet them half away. Their objections from a social point of 

view have been already noticed. Tho following are not less real. Their 
men of influence hold aloof from our schools, whore the only moans of 
getting at higher knowledge is English, and where the vernacular litera* 
ture supplied is infinitely below tho Arabio and Persian which they love. 
Whatever be the intrinsio merits of these languages, it is worth while 
to teach them as a means of enlisting tho sympathies of tho largo body 
of Musulmdus on our side ; and, though neither can hold out the re- 
wards which Sanskrit seems to promise, their absolute neglect appears to 
be a political mistake. What European learning owes to tho Moors of 
Granada, wo may now in part repay. 

Talukddrs might be freely encouargod to add Arabic or Persian 
tcachcrships and scholarships to our town and zillah schools ; and we 
should welcome tho result. 

The grounds of sullen opposition to our system would be out from 
beneath their feet ; and the Udfiz and tho Moulvf would bo replaced by 
men of wider sympathies and truer knowledge. The one example we 
should avoid is that of Eussia, which denied tho Polish language to her 
Polish schools.

122. Tbe vernacular district libraries, ooUdoted at Sadr stations 
for tbe use of villa^ school masters are reported by Deputy Inspectors as 
working well. The infant public library in the custody of the Lucknow 
Eeform Glob has received many additions, and is of real public use. It 
may be hoped that it will be encouraged by a grant from Government. 

It already contains a nucleus of 1,262 volumes, but its means are 
limited. 

123. The Jalsah itself is in full swing. A similar institution has 
been set on foot at Seetapoor. 

As signs of intellectual activity, and as moans of ventilating native 
thought, these cluhs are not without their value. Their spread must give 
a direct and immediate stimulus to vernacular education.

« be made. But they wiU only lie in details. The grand outlines of 
" our scheme are as good as they can be made for some time to come.'* 
It is also satisfactory that Mr. Thomson is already able to say that a 
village school education can be had in every part of the Fertabgurh 
“ district”, one of the most populous in the province. The Ghiet Com* 
missioner has some doubt of the expediency of excluding Kyihee from 
the subjects taught.

T.TWPAHTF.a FOR TRB TSE OF VERNACULAR TeACUERS. 

"With a view to encourage village and other teachers to improve themselves by 
private reading out of school houi-s, the Director wishes that each Deputy Inspector should 
have a library of useful and interesting vernacular and persian books to bo lent to teachers 
to read. With the sanction of the Chief Commissioner ho therefore proposes to gront 
Rs. 50 per annum to each Deputy Inspector to purehasc books, and in addition authorizes 
them to collect Re. 1 per annum from each village, and Rs. 2 per annum from each town 
school under their charge as contributions to the libraiy fund. 

2. The contributions from schools will bo paid from the school fees and may bo 
collected half-yearly or otherwise as the Inspector may decide. 

3. The Director, Public Instruction, will pay the Deputy Inspectors’ bills, on the 
signature of the Inspector, up to a total of Rs. 60 in the official year. 

4 The Deputy Inspector will submit for the approval of the Inspector the names 
and prices of books he proposes to buy, and will keep a simple debtor and creditor a^uht 
shewing the receipts and expenditure on account of the library, account wfTil be 

balanced every year, and the amount in hand carried on to the year following. ^ > 

6. A catalogue of books belonging to the library should also fee kept, and a 
register slyawing what books are taken out, and by whom, with dates. It will bo lutcrist- 
ing at the close of the year to sec what woi’ks are most popular.
